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INTRODUCTION; 




I H E Revolution which happened at 
Genoa^ towards the Clofe of the 
Year 1746, excited the Attention 
of all Europe : Who could be in- 
different, to the Circumftances and 
Gonfcquences of an Event fp little expected, andi 
which would be undoubtedly of the utmoft Con- 
cern to Affairs in general ? The Singularity of the 
Cafe caufed an univerfal Aftonifhment ; as if it 
was a Thing "extraordinary, that a Republick 
groaning under a, foreign Yoke^ and who felt all 
the Horrors 6f Ws^r , for. which, on her Side, 
there were neither Motives^ nor a diredl,: or in- 
direct Declaration 5 that a free Nation, affronted,* 
abufed, and threatened with total Deflrudion^ 
fliould free herfelf from an odious Slavery, and 
break thofe Chains, with which her Enemies en- 
deavoured to fetter her.

Yet this they might have «pe€ted, from the 
leaft Refledtion on the glorious Exploits of the 
Genoefe Bravery, which are abundantly recorded 
as well in the Hiftories of the ancient Romans^ as 
thofe of later Ages ; but prefent Misfortunes feem- 
ed to have blotted out the Remembrance of them. 
They found a Republic, armed only for her own 
Defence, without either Motives of Hatred or 
Ambition ; left alone by the Retreat of her Allies, 
inclinable to a Reconciliation, making Concef- 
fipns, ufing the nloft furprifing Compliance, to 
mollify thofe to whom fhe had honourably fuf- 
rendered, emptying her Coffers, and draining the 
Purfes of her Subjedts, in order to fatisfy the Avi- 
dity, of her new Guefts; but their Avarice was 
infatiable. The Refledion on her melancholy Si* 
tuation, ferved only to increafe^her Misfortunes': 
They had been fo daring, as to take Meafures in 
the Treaty ofWormes to ftrip her of one of her 
moft confiderable and eflential Demefnes, the 
Marquifate of Finall ; they prescribed to her the 
moft injurious and hard Conditions ; nay, they 
concluded, that they could, with Impunity, plun- 
der and deftroy her. 

How were they furprifed, when they heard 
that the Gemefe, opprefs'd and exhaufted, claim- 
ing their Liberty, hadkiird, made Prifoners, and 
drove their Oppreffors beyond the Appennines? 
Their Wonder ought to have increased, when 
it was known with what unequal Force they made 
Refiftance for four or five Months, beating, and 
weakening them by daily Battles, and frequent 
Skirmifhes, reducing them to the Neceflity of

calling to their Affiftancc, the greatcft and beft 
Part of their Army returned out of Provence. 

ThtAu/trians thus reinforced by a hew Army, 
having made immenfe Preparations, and compel- 
led a great Number of Peafants of the Imperial 
Fiefs to march with them againft their native 
Country, after many fruitlefs Attempts, at length 
Forced their Way into the Vallejrs of Polcevera 
and Bifagno. This Entrance coft them dear. 
Every Inch of Ground was dilputed with them • 
their Way was often covered with their Bloody 
and if Pofts w'ere fometimes abandoned to them^ 
Motives of Prudence occafioned it, in order to^ 
preferve Proteftors for the Capital, in whofe Safe- 
ty was centred that of the State, who expeded 
the powerful Affiftance which the confederate 
Crowns gave Hopes of, and whofe Fidelity to their 
Engagenients was the real Remedy, and Prefer- 
vation of the Republick. 

The Aufirians^ having feized the Heights of 
the two Valleys, fpoke imperioufly, and threaten- 
ed to make the Genoefe feel the Weight of their 
Indignation, And to (hew them an Example of 
the Entertainment they were preparing for them, 
they put every thing to Fire and Sword, and laid 
the Country defolate and wafte : So that it pre- 
sented nothing but a dreadful Scene of the Fury 
and Plunder of the Soldiers, who believed every 
thing was lawful againft Rebels ; as if the Re^ 
publick had ever acknowledged that Dominion 
^which was intended to be ufurped over her Li- 
berty, which (he holds from God alone. Not 
content to make thefe'their Exploits eccho thro' 
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fi iNrkoDucTioN: 

all Europe, they promifed to make the moft tear-* 
rible Examples ever given df Revenge ; notwith- 
ftanding they virere not able to juftify the Reaibns 
to the impartial, and equitable World. 

This fatal Preparation conftitutes a mpft re-^ 
inarkable Period, and is the Beginning of every 
thing which happened at Genoa^ and in it's Neigh- 
bourhood, cither for the Attack; dx Defence, of 
the Heart of the Republick. 

The Intent of publifhing this ^ournut,^ is ta 
give a true and exaft Account to the unprejudiced 
Reader. You wuU find no laboured Periods, no 
artful Relations, tb'impofe on the pubEck,GreHli- 
lity 5 but confin'd to plain Matters of Fad:, fet 
down with exadt Truth, every Reader will eafily 
be convinced. 

The Aujlriam, accbrding to th?ir ufual Cu- 
ftom, have not failed to fet the fame Fads in a 
falfe Light, favourable to their own Caufe. Is it 
to be wonder'd at ? after the Devices they have 
ufed to colour the Behaviour of the Gertoefe with 
Injaftice and Revolt ; notwithftandilig they have 
only made ufe of the Right which every free Stat6 
poffeffes, to defend themfelves againft Tyranny 
and Ufurpation. How can a fovereign Repubr 
lick. become rebellious? And deferving the moft 
dreadful Punifliments, becaufe fhe will not facri- 
fice her Liberty and Property to the imperious 
Didates of the Minifters of a Power, who has no 
Superiority over her but that of Arms ? It cannot 
be afferted, let the World be ever fo little inform- 
ed of the Laws of Nature and Nations, and the 
Maxims and Principles of all Republicks, both an-

Ijient and modern. The two Hinges of their Go- 
vernment being the Liberty and Prefervation of 
the People. 

' What have they oppofed to Reafons fo plain, to 
Truths To evident ? They have employed merce- 
nary Pens and hired Lyars, who, without the leaft 
Regard to Truth, have acquired a criminal Habit 
pf difguiling Fads, of perverting the moft gene- 
rous Maxims, and exhibit their own Malice and Ig- 
norance, as the Standard of publick Senfe. No^ 
thing lirnilar is contained in this Journal. It is fub- 
mitted to the Judgment of the Reader ; the only 
-Thing defired, is to hear without Prejudice the 
Voice of Juftice, which never fails to fpeak to 
them, whole Souls are qot enflaved, nor guided 
by unreafonable Paffions. i 

How has the Public been amufed with fiSitioos 
Accounts in Relation to the Siege of Genoa? Qn^ 
.While the Enemy, reduced to the laft Extremity, 
died with Hunger, and in an abfolute Want of the 
moft common Nouriftiment: Another Time, the 
City, rent by Faftions, abufed and vilify'd it's Al- 
lies, More than once, the defperate Genoefe had no 
other Refource left than to proftrate themfelves at

pitulated? What End have all thefe ridiculous Chi*- 
mcras had, which never exifted Ijut in the airy

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Brains of fome pitiful News-monger? Perfons truly 
informed defpifed the Publiftiers, and fincerely 
compaflionated the Part of the Publick^ that wa$ 
amufed with fuch idle FaUhoods. Truth has been 
unravelled, and they have found put, that thofe 
formidable Befiegers never reached near enough tp 
throw one Bonib into the City, nor to fire one 
Cannon agabft the Fortifications, notwithftanding 
their great Extent ; nor even to begin a Siege, or 
faftiion their Approaches. The World is now cour 
Vinced, that by Means of continued Battles and dif- 
continued Attacks, they, with pifficulty, gained 
ibme Leagues of Ground, and after they had vent- 
ed their Wrath upon innocent Perfons, upon Wo- 
men, Children, old Men, and the inanimate World, 
were obliged to retire,' one Half of their Ar- 
my being deftrbyed, and the Remainder looking 
ion their Retreat as a Favour from Providence. 

The Anfwer which the General, Mzrquis d'Oria^ 
made to the Manifefto of General Count de Scbu^ 
lemhourg is a Proof, that neither Fear nor Irrefo- 
liition, much lefs any Change of Syftem, ever 
crept into the Republick.

-ftances of the unheard-of^ and innumerable Out- 
rages and Cruelties committed againft the Domi- 
nions of the Republick. To form a juft Idea of 
them, it is fufficient to Icnow^ that they there vi- 
olated both divine and human Laws: Churches 
were robb'd and burnt^ holy Veffels carried away 
and prophaned, the Throats of old Men cut. 
Women ript up, Infants minced, roafted and eaten 
by an unheard-of, and refined 3arbarity. Such 
were the a;bominable Sights daily exhibited in the 
Neighbourhood of Genoa by the PanJours^ Cro^ 
^teSy WarradinSy Barbetts^ and other barbarous 
Nations; amongft whom Murder, Robbery and 
Impiety take Place of Religion and Virtue. 

Perhaps it may be neceffary to mention, that 
what they call ztGema the Reviere of Levant and 
Ponent^ is not a River, as we (hould call the 
Marne and other Rivers in Prance ^ but the Space 
which lies between the Appennine and the Sea^ 
along the Territory «Qf G^enoa.

J$ril 14.] There was a great Number of People 
in the Mountain of the "two Brothers^ and the Citizens 
had fcveral Skirmifhes with the Auftrians who Were 
polled at Hiamaniy tho* far from our Pofts t Our Citi- 
zens advanced with great Bravery, and attacked t^em 
leveral Times. All this Ehy the People worked at the 
-Re-intrenchment of the Two Brothers^ where they 
planted Cannon and finaller Guns czWtd Spingards. 
The fame Day, after Dinner, Mr. Grimdld^ zi the 
Head of the Pealants oi Polcevtra^ attacked a De- 
tachment of Croats^ who were in Pofleflion of the 
^Mountain oi Notre Dame de la Gardej znd oblige^ 
them, as well as feveral fmall Corps of Croats who 
were in the Skirts of this Mountab, to retire as far 
as St. Blaife. In the Evening, our Peafants attacked^ 
pa the Side of Bifagnoy a Body of 200 Croat s^ who 
came down from the Mount^n of Jggio into the Plain, 
and obliged them to retire with Ijoisy they having 
twenty-three killed, and a great many wounded. This 
Day there was the greateft Tranquility and Order in 
the Town that could be defired. 

April 15.] Our Peafants of Bifagno made great 
Firing, and obliged the Enemies to quit the feveral 
Pofts they had eftablifhed in the very Heights of Pino. 
The Jujlriansy that were in the Mountain of Diamante 
called over to our People, and demanded a Deputy of 
the Republic to be fent to them. Notice was there- 
upon given to the Senate, but they refiifed the Sulpen- 
tioi^ of Hoftilities 'till the Arrival 'of the Deputy. 
Mi^. Giacomo Grimaldij one of the Six General Aids de 
Canip of the Senate, was fent to them. 

April 16,] In the Morning the Propofals made by 
Mr. Blonkedj General Aid de Camp of Count Scbukmr 
^ourgy were made public, which are as follow : ■

On the Si^tofPotcevera all the Auftrian Grenadiers 
advanced, and obliged our Peafants to quit the Pofts 
they poflfefled on the Right of the Riviera^ and th6 
3Eneihy advanced even to the Neighbourhood oiFe^no: 
A fmall Detachment of our Regular Troops at 5(?/z^- 
li^to thought proper to retire ifnder-th6 Horn- Work 
neiv the Chnrch oS Behidere^ and left fome Bodies of 
)^eafants to guard the Poft. The Troops at Belvidere 
cxt6pded their Right to the Horn-Work, called 2:^ 
^emilie ;:and their Left to the Sea. The fmall Detach- 
mq;t?ts. that had retired from FoUri^ Seftri^ and places 
adjacent, eftablifhed themfelves uhdef the Canon of the 
t'ortificationi:^ ; Gn'the fame Day thfere was difcovered 
a Confpiracy amongft the ^i^m» Prifonefs in tfife 
,City, >Vho,' by Means of the Wood they were fut'- 
nimed with to boil their Viftuals, made fome Club's 
•with an Intention to force their Way through th^ 
Places wherein they were cbnfined, and fo feiie thfe 
'Arms that were there, and then furprize fome Poft*: 
But this Difofder was prevented. 
J Jpril 20.] The Enemies continued their Firing, 
and throwing Royal Granadoes againft the Mountain 
of the Two Brothers^ but without any Damage-, which 
our People anfwered by an equal Fire, as alfo by the 
firing of the Field Pieces we had planted there. On 
the Side oi Bifagno^ the Aujirians^ with a large Body of 
Grenadiers, attacked brifkly our Pofts of £<n;^n, Monte 
de Ratti^.Camaldules^ and Notre' 'Dame du Mont: At 
the beginning, they put our Peafants in fome Confti- 
;fibn, who, being encouraged by' the Nobles, and fe- 
deral Citizen^ who repaired thither, about Sun-fet 
t-- ' drove 
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drove away the Enemy with Lofs, emd purfued 
them as far as Pino. , There were feveral ^Jfriatf 
Officers killed and made Prifoners, amongft whom. 
were feveral Hufars. On the fame Day, jhrec 
Hujfars^ and odier Deferters, arrived here, who unani-^ 
moufly reported, that Provifions were very fcarce m 
the Aujirian Army. 

y^/7 2i.] Nothing happened this Day, on Ac- 
count of the great Rain. In the Evening we learned, 
that the Aujlrians beat the Generate for fome Attack, 
but this had not any Effeft. 

April 22.] Things remained in the fame Situation 
as on the preceding Days: About Three in the After- 
noon, we perceived, from the City Walls, a great 
Firing in the Mountain oi Notre Dame del Gazzo^ where 
our Peafants attacked the Auftrians^ on three Sides, 
and, as far as we could Judge, Things feemed to be. 
in our Favour, and that the Firing was advancing into 
jthe Mountain. 

April 23*] In the Morning we learned, that our 
Peafants had in the Evening forced die Aujlrians frpm 
the Polls they pofleffed in the Neighbourhood of Seftri^ 
and Notre Dame del Gazzo •, but that afterwards, the 
Peafants retiring into their own Houfes, there being 
none in the Mountain, the Auftrians retumied thither in 
the Night. On the fame Day, the Croats attacked 
our Polls on the Sidie of Notre Dame du Monty but 
they were repulfed, and purfued as far as ^onte Zig-, 
nanoi, from which Place they went, throygh. Revenge, 
and burnt down a great P^rt of the Villages of. A^io 
and Morajfam^ ^ al|p the Palace of Mr, I^ojninique 
Saoli. 

Apral 24.] The Enemies, having made themfelve$ 
Mailers of three Houfes near the Papflx of Begat^^ 
were attacked by our PeafanK, and obliged tp retire. 
On the other fide of the Polcevera^ the Croats advanc^cj 
fs f4r 4S the Chqrch of Notre Dame de Coronata^ and

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^t feiWstal Places on Fire in that Neighbourhood. Our 
Peafants of Olha made Prifoner an Officer of the Re-. 
gimierit of Indian who was going from Novi to Campe. 
Whithih this fortnight there arrived in this Port a great 
NiHhber of Vcffels laden with all Sorts of Provifiqns, 
who were favoured, by the Abfence of the Englifh v 
fo that there was great Plenty of ^very thing in this 
City. 

April 25.] Nothing remarkabk hiippened, except 
ibfpe Skirmifties between our Peafants and the Croats^i ' 
each Side preferving their Pofts. 

' April 26.] We worked without lofs of Time in the 
Works of the Mountain of the Two Brothers^ and in 
the Intrenchments of Notre Dame de Belvedere^ which 
we extended as far as the Sea-Side. About Noon ths 
Croats attacked the Poft poffeffed by our Peafants at 
the Entrance oi St. Pietro (PArena^ but were repulfed. 
Theyattempted to attack it again after Dinner, but with- 
out Succefs. There arrived here a Felucca and one 
finall Veflel froR^ Antii?es^ with Advice, That fome 
French and Spanip Troops were embarked for our 
Succdur, and that the Army would foon pafs the Var. 

April 27.] A fomll Number of Aufirians advanced 
as far as Sejiri di Ponente. 

April 28.3 The faid Aufirians were repulfed. Wc 
}earn*d that looo Peafants, of tht- Riviera of Levant j 
had joined the Corps commanded by Mr. Canevari at 
Scoferra ; and that more Peafents were in the Road to 
join them. In the Evening they attacked brifkly the 
Auftrians who were polled at Notr^ Dame de la Guarde^ 
by.their croffing from the other Side of the Mountain,- 
The Fire was pretty briflc, and, after this Affair hap^' 
pened, the Auftrians abandoned the Projeft they had 
of bringilig u^ the Artillery by the Road they intended ; 
and its evenvfaid, that they were dblSged to go baclf 
fcy the fame Road. - 

- April 29.]- Mr. Canevari^ beirtg informed that th% 
Enemies had detached ffon^ Torrazza Two Pickets of 

Cavalry 
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Cavalry to Forragc on that Side, caufed them to be 
fbrrounded. and made thirty of them Prifoners, with 
one Officer, killed two, and took 24 Horfes. 

April ^o.'] bur People made great Firing, frcwn 
the Mountain of the Tw0 Brothers^ agalnfl: the Jujtrims 
polled at Diamant: There was many killed on their 
Side, and on our Side one killed and one wounded. 
The Works to fortify the Poft of Nafre ipam (k M^ 
videre^ were continued. The Puke of Bouffiers arrived 
the fame Day, with a Major-General and fopie other 
French Officers : His Arrival occ^fioned great Joy in 
the Town, as well as the News we received, that a 
ifhird Convoy had failed, with Troops on Board for 
our Succour. That Night i\vtT>\jkto^ Boufflers had 
an Audience of the Doge: The Republick appointed 
him an Appartment in the Palace of the Duke d'Orm^ 
and orc^ereu him a guard of go Men. 

May 1 .] About Noon the Aujirians attacked fome 
pf our Pofts on the Sidcof 5r(7/J?rr^: Mr. Canevari^ who 
commanded there, put himfelf at the Head of a Body 
of l^eafants, fupported by a Detachment of Regular 
Troops, and detached at the f^me Time Mr. Bertelli; 
Captain m the Gmoefe Regiment of Warmmy with 
another Body of Peafants, to attack the Aufirians in 
Flank, whilft he attacked them in Front. The Attack 
was fo vigorous, that he routed them with a confide^ 
rable Lois: He had made 50 Prifoners, and was in 
Purfuit of others, when one of the CrQats^ who was 
a Prifoner, fired a Piftol at him, and wounded him in 
the Throat, of which he died about half an Hour after- 
wards, laying, // was a Pleafttre to hitn to die for his 
Country \ and begged the Officers, and thofe who wer« 
near him, to conceal his Death, and purfue the Ene* 
my. He was Son to the late Doge Canevari^, and 
had ferved the two laft Campaigns in the Regiment of 
Liguria^ with great Diftinftion : He was 2% Y«rs of 
Age, but his Knowledge and Capacity far exceeded what 
might be e:^peaed from one qi his Years, By his Valour, 
\ \ Ctonduft, 
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Gonducft, and Liberality, he acquired the Love and 
Confidence of thofe he had commanded on feveral 
Occafions, and, by his own Means, had aflembled 
a Body of between 4 and 5000 Peafants, with whom 
lie propofed to attack the next Day the Jujirians at Ca- 
fella^ and bum their Magazines -, but his Death over- 
turned fo good a Projeft, and caufed fo great an 
Affliftidn in the Corps he commanded, that they ceafed 
purfuing the Enemy : The Grief of the Peafants be- 
ing turned into JFufy, they killed fome of thofe that 
they had taken Prifoners. 

May 2.] The Auftrians attacked our Pofts of RivaT 
roloj but were repulfed with Lofs. On the farne Morn- 
ing, Mr. Gentile^ who commanded a Body of Peafants 
on the Side of Staglieno^ attacked, with a Detachment' 
of 1 30 Men, the Jujirians that were intrenched in the 
Heights of Pino : For about two Hours there was a 
regular Fire on both Sides ;• after which, our Peafants, 
with their Bayonets fixed to their Pieces, attacked, 
with incredible Valour, the Enemies in their Intrench- 
ments, whom they forced from thence and routed: 
Their FUght was fo precipitate, that they threw down 
their Arms, their Haberfacks, and Drums, which our 
People took. We loft but one in the Aftion, who 
was killed by a Fuzee's Bullet, whilft he was ftripjiing 
a Grenadier. They brought forty Prifoners of thofe 
they took in the Night 2XScof^rra^ and promifed they 
would bring us more, with fome Officers, who could 
not be brought before on Account of their Wounds. 
The Lofs of the Auftrians at Scoferra was more confi- 
derable than was at firft imagined ; it's reckoned, that 
in the Aftions upon the i ft and 2d, they loft 600 Men, 
fo many being killed, wounded, and taken Prifoners. 

May 3.] The Auftrians made themfelves Matters of 
Seftri di Ponente and the Abby of Sti Andre. Two of our 
Galleys fired brifkly againft an Englift) Ship and a Xe- 
beck that came near CornigUano^ but without any EfFedt. 
We fired alfp againft them from the Battery of St. B^-r 
.'•'-' ni^na^ 
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nigno, but, finding they were out of CannOn-Shot, 
wc ceafed the Fire. 

May 4.} Mr. de Boufflers, preceded by a great 
Number of French Officers, and followed by all the 
Nobility, went to the Palace, where he had his public 
Audience of the Senate, who were then affembled in 
the Petit Council Hall -, and there he made the follow-* 
ing Speech, prefenting at the fame Time his Letters 
of Credence. ^^ 

Speech of the Dukeo/Bcmf^cxs to theSeMte of Genoa. ^ 

" Mofi ferene Prince ! moft excellent Lords ! 

" The moft powerful Monarch of Europe^ ind what 
*' is not a leis Title, the moft f^ithf^ltohis Engage- 
'* ments, fends: me here to participate with you in 
*' your Danger, aqd in your Glory, ; 

" He orders me to declare to you, that he i$ relblved, 
'* coft what it will, and at all Events, to reftore, to this 
*' gcherous'and unfortunate Rtpublicj the Splendor 
" and Independency which ieven the /noft barbarous 
*' Nations would be afhamed to deprive her of. 

'' Amongft your Troubles, I look upon it as a great 
'' Advantage, that the moft honourable Families are 
*' united to the foundeft Policy. . 

" In fhort, if your Enefiiies Ihould even propofe to 
*' you the beft of Capitulations, what Confidence can 
" you repofe in a Power fo determined to fobduc you ? 

" She has ruined your Fortune, and attempted to 
" reduce you to the moft abjeft Slavery ! . 

" By the very Mouth of her General, ftie threatens 
*' your Citizens with the moft infamous Puniihment ; 
" but ftie has not yet bfeen ^ble to deprive you, either 
*' of your Honour or your Liberty. 

" Thcfe ineftimable Things, a thoufand times more 
" precious than Life itfelf, are ftill in your Power, v 

"To yourfelves you owe this happy Revolution, 
** which has moved your Allies to fuccour you.

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^* Ic Is you, !ti(3ft lUuftrious RepabKc I who, at this 

** Jundure, are Emulators of that ancient Romey of 

^ that Senate, whofe Courage, the Prefence of H^^- 

** nihal and his Vidorious Anny encompaffing their

^^ Ptay, hftVfe always then befote your Eyes your 
^ own true InteJeft ; on one Hand fee Shame and Sla-^ 
^ very, and on the other. Glory and Ljberty. 

" Above all, let us build ftrong Hopes on thafi 
** Providence which always detefts Tyraniiy: The 
*^ ThingScit has done for you, have upon them, in a 
" moft fingular Manner, the Mark of the Divinity ! 
" Will you hot therefore fecond them witli all your 
^ Efl^? 

" Tirtie is precious 5 pray don't employ itinvahl 
*' Delibei^tions, let one Spirit animate us all. 

" Laftly, Moft •excellent Lbrds, vouchlafe to be- 
^^ Iieve, I Gdnju'rfe you^ of all the Men in the Worlds

" I fhall prove myfelf the httter Frencbmany in be- 
^ ing the moft zealous for your Citizens. Shew me 
** the Dahget, my Charge is to face it, and all my

The moft Serene Doge made to him^ in the Genoefi 
Language, the following Anfwer : 

" The Sentiments which your Excellency has beeA 
^ pleafed to make known to our Republick, in the 
« Name of the Moft Chriftian King, effaces the Re- 
*' membrance of paft Misfortunes, and alleviates the 
*' Weight of our prefent Troubles. The State thinte 
*' itfelf perfeftly kcure, thro* the Intereft which the 
" Monarchs, equally great artd powerful, take in its 
** Affairs, and thro' their Exadnefe in fulfilling their 
*• Promifes. 

" The Republick glories herfelf iil having fulfilled 
*' her Engagements with irivaf iable Firmnels. The 

^ Misfor^. 
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Misfortunes fhe has endured, have ferved only to 
encreafe her Courage, atnd redouble her undaunted 
Conflancy in the greateft of Dangers. She has always 
been, and ftill is, ready to facrifice every thing for the 
Prefervation of her Liberty; and if thefe her Eflforts 
have been able once more to open the Way for the 
invincible Arms of his moft Chriftian Majefty, to 
accelerate the generous Efforts of his magnanimous 
Intentions, the Republic will ever be aiSiduous in 
finding out frefh Means to pay innumerable Ac- 
knowledgments, and will ever have their Perform- 
ance in view. 

" Your Excellency*s Arrival is, for us, an happy 
Epocha. The public Demonftrations of Joy are 
the moft convincing Proof. Your hereditary 
and perfonal Qualities are univerfally acknowledg- 
ed, but your greateft Encomium and higheft Elo- 
gium is the Efteem which a Monarch, a moft 
excellent Judge in Matters of Merit, has for you ! 
His Majefty could not give a more convincing Proof 
of his Benevolence, to the moft Serene Republic^ 
than in fending a Perfon fo agreeable in every Re- 
fpeft. If the Love of Liberty alone has obliged 
us to fuch great Undertakings, what fhall we not 
now do, and with greater Reafon, to continue and 
put a glorious End to this Enterprize -, fince we 
are thus effeftually fuccoured by fo powerful a Mo- 
narch, and affifted by a Lord who fo worthily repre- 
fents him. 

*' I don't doubt but your Excellency will lay before 
his Majefty the Force and Sincerity of thefe Senti- 
ments, the Sentiments of the whole Nation ! I 
have the Honour to affure you, in the Name of all 
the Genoefe^ that they will punctually perform their 
Promifes upon every Occafion." 

This Day the Obfequies of the deceafcd Mr. Cane- 
V4// were celebrated : The Corps was preceded by all 

i) the 
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the Volunteer Companies of tfte Town s The FoUr 
Companies of C^illoy in which he was inlifted, had 
bladk Scarves upon their Uniforms. Eight Captaids 
were Carriers of the CoflSn. Mr. the Duke of Souf^ 
flers^ followed by all the Officiefs, with a Flambeau ih 
his Hand, followed the Corps to the Cathedral Church, 
where his Obfequies Wefe foletiiAly performed. There 
was a Funeral Sermon upon that Occafion, which wais 
^erjr affefting, and, difrihg the Service, thefre was ^ 
triple Difcharge of ill the Mulquetry. There was % 
great Concourfe of Citizens^ who, by their Affliftion, 
cxpreffed their Sorrow for fo great a Lofs. His Corpi 
was nemoved in the Evening, without any Pomp, to 
the Church of Notre T>ami de Caftello^ where he was 
buried amongft his Anceftors, The Republic ordered 
that his Memory Aould be tianfmitted to Pofterityj by 
an Infcriprion to be placed tipon his Palace. 

McTf 5. A Body of JuftrtaHs prefented themfelves 
before Voltru and fummoned the Inhabitants to fur- 
tender, on Condition that their Honour and Gfoods 
Ihould befaved ; which they accepted, without making 
any Refiftance. We read this melancholy- News with 
great Surprize, as the Inhabitants of Vottri had before 
drftineuifhed themfelves by their Valour on feveral 
Occafions, and bccaufe they had newly reprefented to 
the Senate, that they had 2000 Men capable of de- 
fending the Country without any Succours of Regul^ 
Tfoops^ provided we furnifbed them with Ammuni- 
tions, which we could have fent in Plenty. By an 
Eftafette arrived from Sarzana we received Advice, 
that Mr. Pincette whom the Republick had fent there 
fome time before, having affembled a great Number 
of the Inhabitants of Cbateknies thereabouts, had forced 
the JuftrianSy and obliged them to retire as far as 
Lavenza: They make their Lofe amount to 800 Men; 

May 6.] In the Morning, we learned that the 
Peafants of Olha^ of Mafone^ and other Places in the 
Mountains, had defcended to VoUri-y from which Placo 
- - ^ they 
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they obliged the Aufirtans to retreat. Two of our 
Galleys arrived from the Gulph of Spezzia with ai, 
fmall Number of the Recruits from Corfica^ and fomc 
Spanifi) Troops that they had on Board. There came 
into this Port, one Xebeck, one Tartan, and fome 
other fmall Veffels with French and Spanijh Troops on 
Board. It is impofTible to exprefs all the Cruelties, 
Plunders and burning of Places, committed by the 
Aujirians in the Neighbourhood of this Capital. 
Among others, they plundered the Castle of the 
Prince D*Oria at Pegli, where the Inhabitants 
had depofited their beft EiFeds, flattering them- 
felves that Place would have been refpeded: All 
^he Furniture and every Thing elfe that the People 
thought fafe there, was put on Board an Englifi Ship 
and fent to Leghorn. 1 hey aded in the fame Man- 
ner in yefpeft to fevergl other Palaces all along the 
Coaft, asfaras i^<?//nand evencaus'd to beembarqued 
all the Bells and facred Veffels which they took from 
the Churches, in the feveral Borroughs and Villages 
which they had plundered. They carried their Cruelty 
fo far as to flea Women alive, and cut off the Breads 
of fome, and the Hands of others, and ripp'd open 
the Bellies of Priefts and Monks, and flxiffed them 
with Straw; and even cut in fmall Pieces fome Infants 
and old People. Pofl:enry will be at a Lofs how to ' 
believe fuch Exceffes and Barbarities, tho' true and 
Matter of Fa6t. 

In the Evening Orders were given to the Militia 
to throw thcmfelves, part into the Ramparts and the 
refl: into the Intrenchments oi Notre Dame de Belvidere, 
The Duke of Boufflers refolved to ajttack the Aujirians 
on feveral Sides, and for that Purpofe had drawn from 
the feveral Pofts, ail the regular Troops, which he 
intended to employ in the Enterprize ; but the heavy 
Rain that fell in the Night made the Road impaffable, 
^nd put an End to a Proje6l fo well concerted, and 
pblig'd Mr. de Boufflers to countermand his Orders.

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M(t) 7.] " At Day-Break all the Detachments re-en- 
tered the City. We learned that the Jujirians werb 
forced from VoIM by the Reinforcement of the People 
from Mafone and Olba ; and that the Difpofition of thei 
People at Voltrt^ In furrendring themfelves to the ^- 
ftrians^ was occafioned on Account of their fatal Con- 
cern lor their Arch Prieft^ who had comniunicated his 
Fears to the few People that were there. ' 

May 8.] Nothing new happened. We only learned 
that the Juftrians had confiderably reinforced their 
Body of Troops at Creto^ and by their Motions in the 
Evening it feeiiied as if they intended to Augment 
their Forces :on the Side of Bifagrio^ for according to 
the Report of Defcrters, two Regimens had Orders 
to march thither. ^ 

May 9.] , That News was confirmed. The Auftrians 
became ftronger on the Side of Bifagno. On the Side 
of Sejiri and Pegli:^ there. was great firing, which lafted 
from about Noonf until Sun-fet, but we knew nothing 
of the Particulars tilt the next Day. Six Engli/bMttt 
of War were cruizing that Day before the City, at 
the Time that one Frigate and one Xebeck were 
cruizing near Cornigliano and Sejiri, 

May 10.] We learned that the Firing, heard Yef- 
terday in the Afternoon in the Neighbourhood of Pegli^ 
was occafioned by a vigorous Attack which the Auftri^ 
ans made, that they had penetrated as far as VoUri ; but 
that Capt. Barbarojfa^ with his Company of Volunteers^ 
drove them back, and purfued them as far as Sejiri. 
We had but two Men killed, and the Aiftrians Ml 
fixty-eight dead upon the Spot, and a great Number 
of Wounded. During this Day, eleven Englijh Men 
of War were cruizing before this Port, notwithftand- 
ing which forty-two Veflels, laden with all Sorts of Pro- 
vifions, entered it. In the Night, we fent a Detach- 
ment of 200 Regular Troops to VoUri^ to reinforce 
the Peafants on that Side, 

• . . May 
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May 1 1.5 Nothing remarkable happened. We had 
idie Sathfaftion to learh, that a Bark, with Spanifh 
droops on board, was arrived at Portojino ; that ano- 
ther was driven near Seftri de Levant e ; and a third, 
to X(^iwr» ; But we had, at the fame Time, the bad 
News of 450 Men, belonging to the Regiment of 
j^rica^ being taken by the Englifb. 

May 12.] We had * Advice, that a Veflel,' withf 
Spanijh Troops on board, was arrived zt Leghorn \ and 
that others were driven '\T\to Corftca : We learned, that 
fonie fmall Galleys had failed from the Pott of Savona^ 
with Part of the heavy Artillery which the King of 
Sardinia had promifed the AufttiAns -, but that, after 
feveral Miles Sailing, they were recalled by the Firing 
of two Pieces of Cannon, and had re-entered that 
Port. In the Evening, 300 Szvifs in the Spanifh Ser-' 
viccj who had landed at PortofinOy - arrived here. 
About Two in the Morftingv we were informed, that 
a Detachment of Croats had advanced to ruin the 
Works that we were making at St. Pietro SArena^ in 
order the better to fortify the important Poll of Behir- 
dere\ wher^e we direftly font Detachments of Troop^ 
to reinforce thofe that were there. There was in the 
Town as good Order and Tranquility as we could wifli. 
We nejgledled no Precautions to fecure us from Dan-* 
ger. All People were in high Spirits, and refolved tp 
facrifice ivery thing in the Defence of Liberty, and 
for the Glory of the Nation. 

May i^] We learned that a Detachment of 500 
Piedmontefe had advanced as far as^ Varc^ine, As 
it was refolved to put into a godd State of De- 
fence the Suburbs of St. Pietro d^ Arena^ '^t'work.td. 
briikly in the Intrenchments, and placed Det^hment» 
pf Regular Troops in all the Palaces, which^ are in 
great Nunniber thereabouts, in order to ffiake a ftout 
Refiftance in cafe of an Attack. - ^ 

May 14.] We received Advice, that a Body of 
Piedmontefe -TK^op^y which came from S^i^9 had 
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^cn PoffeiCpn of VoUri \ ^nd that M. Saidiiin^ C^t. 
^ariaroffifp 5vqre pbliged p retire to Mafone. Ths 
Number of Workmen coqfider^bly encreafcd in the 
Intrei>cho3cnts of •?/, Pietro d^Arem^ but they were put 
into Cofifufiori by fhe Firing/of the Bnglijb^ and alfo 
by thfg Fiijng fropi the ^ebeck^ which wa& very near 
the Shore at the Entrance <^ the PoJcevtra. On the 
i^me Day, v^e^ad g)nrie MeA kiUed gnd wQunded by a 
Cannon-StiGit from jfhjs Poft of Bfihi^tv Col. /r^^^ 
^&'«f, of ^be ^/^ria^HS^ ^nd ^Ur Soldiers^ who were on 
the Hill of QW Nstre ipap^e 4e Cfironata^ were killed. 
Thirty Or^i^Sy ^hfi eame jiear the Head of the Bridge 
of Or^ig^j^a^q io z!ittmi^t fome Attack, were repulfed 
by our T^roqp?^ ^^nd twenty-one of them wounded : 
At jhat Tinie v^ WP.rp lodged in the firft Houfes en- 
tering Gw-i^^fi^'^flw. 

M^y Ifi-I Tliejntrenchments intended to cover the 
Suburbs of j?A i^ietrQ d'jirenaj were carried on with 
great Diligence : Four Pie^e^ of heavy Cannon were 
^nt thither, a(\4 planted near the Palace czWtdduVenty 
in order to. pl^y ^ainft th§ EngUJh Ships. At Break 
^f pay thi^rp appeared feyeral fmall Veffcls, which wo 
apprehep^sd to be tfiofe that had been fcnt to JMonacQ 
tp t^e in the Forces which had put back, and fo it 
proved : This fmall Convoy confided of 60 Sail, as 
well Felpci:^ ^s CorMip^s, which our Galliot and Fe- 
|\^cca had upcjer Convoy. The Englijh^ who difco- 
yered them fome Hours afterwards, fent againft thenj 
^ Ship, * 5f etJeck, and a Felucca of Finals which they 
^ad hired \ Ibuf two of our Galleys, that were in Readft 
nef? for that Purpofe, going out of the Port, placed 
^he|r^Ce}v^/On thf Side of Caxignano,^ and fired fo well 
^g^lBft Jth?' ^*!?^^}1& Ship and, the Xebeckt th^t thd 
T^ole Qgnwy went through the Enemy's Squadron^ 
without receiving any D^niggp, and arrived at Genen 
at Noon-Day. Our Qallkit behaved wonderfully on 
ihis Qcca^a, »nd fhe .Conwiander, for his Conduft 
^wing ^^ Voyage, gs wdl ^ in getting into Harbour, 
. ' deferved 
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tfcferved public Applaufe. The Forces^ that tvefcf 
landed, amounted to kbout 1000, whereof 300 wen^ 
Spaniards^ and the rtft French. 

May 16.] Every thing remained quiet on both 
Sides, only we learned that three Feluccas, Part of the 
Convoy from Monaco which were miffing, had put 
tack into fome Harbbur upon the adjacent Coaft, by 
which Means none were loft. 

May 17.] Some Pieces of Artillery arrived in the 
Auftrian Camp, by the Way of Novi : We could per^ 
ceive, from the Poft of Behidere^ that the Enemy 
fent that Artillery towards the Canal of ^rafla* 

May 18.] Some Deferters informed us, that th6 
Artillery, which the Auftrians had received the Night 
before, w6re Twelve Pounders-; and that the Pied* 
fnpntefe had advanced to Sefiri di Pon&nte. The Juf^ 
trians this Efey gave a general Difcharge of their Artil- 
lery, and a triple one of their Mufquetry : The Birth 
of the third Arch-Duke was the Caufe of this Re-^ 
joicing. 

Mc^ 19.] Nothing happened on Shore : At Sea, 
there was only the Firing of two Englijh Ships, which 
had been fome Days at Anchor in the Road of S^into^ 
and thereby endeavoured to interrupt the Paflage of 
Mules loaded with Corn^ which came to us from the 
Eajiem Riviera. . The Intrenchments of St. Pietra 
d Areata were carried on with more Vigour than ever. 
Some little Houfes, at the Bridge of Comgliano on thd 
Right and Left of the Polcevera^ were pulled down. 

May 20.] Thirteen Hundred u^ay?m;rj attacked 
fome of our Pofts on the Side of Bifagno^ but were 
repulfcd by the Peafants. On the Side of Pokevera^ ^ 
Body of 1000 Jujirians^ in the Night, attacked the 
Convent Notre Dame de Mifericorde : A fmall Numb^f 
of Peafants, which guarded this Poft, received Orders 
from the Duke of Bothers to abandon it, in cafe they 
fliould be attacked by a fuperior Force ; fo that, aftet 
a few Difcharges, they retired* 

May 
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' Mayii.y The Duke of Boufflers^ Rcfolving to 
gtttack the Aufiriansi (who^ after taking the Convent 
of Notre Dame de Mifericordey had occupied all the 
Coaft of Rivarolo) we beat to. Arms i All the Com- 
panies of Militia, and a vaft Number of Citizens that 
had taken: \ip Arms, run immediately to the different 
Pof^ that had been appointed them^ It was the regu- 
lar Forces that began the Attack about half an Hour 
paft four in the Afternoon, which they continued with 
the utmoft Bravery, Until the Enemy, who had polled 
themfdves in feveral Houfes^ were obliged to fly and 
entirely quit the Coaft of Rivarolo : The Convent de 
Id Mifericorde was not attacked. This Aftion, which 
lafted t|iree Hours^ was very hot; the Frenchy SpamardSy 
and Genoefcy performed Wonders. Mr. deLanniotty at 
the fame Time, fally'd from thtVo^oi xhtTwo Brothers^ 
and had. Sword in Hand carried two Redoubts which 
the Enenly had on the Side of Begate^ and then re- 
turned to his Poft, purfuant to his Orders. In thefe 
two Attacks we loft 150 Men, the greateft Part of 
which were only WoUnded* The Lois of Mr- de Faye^ 
Colonel of the Regiment Royal Comtois, was the moft 
confiderable ; he was wounded in his Head, of which 
he died next Day. Mr. Chauveliriy Major-General, was 
(lightly wounded in the Cheek, and had a Horfe killed 
under him : A Captain of Royal Italian Grenadiers 
was nightly wounded in his Leg. A Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel of young Reding was wounded in his Arm, fome 
other Spanijh Officers were alfo wounded. The Genoefe 
had twelve Soldiers killed and 28 made Prifoners, of 
the Regiment of JVarene ; The Marquis Franco Gri-^ 
maldiy a General Aid de Camp to the Senate, who 
headed a Picquetof that Regiment, was one of the 
Number of Prifoners, by a Stratagem of the Regi- 
ment of 5^/«r<?j, who, wearing red and white Cockades, 
Mr. Grimaldi advanced very near them, taking them for 
Swifs in the Spanijh StrvicG -, upon which they furround- 
ed him. As near as we could judge^ the Enemy loft 800. 

Men, 
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Wen including killed and wounded: It could not be Iefs> 
confidering with what Precipitation they fled, notwith^ 
ftanding the Succour of the Piedmontefe who reinforced 
thenn feveral Times : We took 5 1 Prifoners, among 
which was an Officer of the Regiment of Saluces. 

May 22.] The Enemy made feveral fruitlcfs Mo- 
tions. In the Evening there was a great Alarm on 
Account of the Advice we received, that the Enemy 
had marched to attack us on the Side of Begate^ and 
on that of Chiappe ; whereupon the Alarm-Bell was 
ning, and great Numbers of People appeared to rein- 
force all the Pofts, but it was only a falfe Alarm. The 
i I Englijh Ships continued in a Line, about two Can- 
non-Shot from the Mouth of the Harbour ; notwith- 
flianding which, two of our Gallies, that were fent to 
Pprtofino to convoy fome fmall VefTels, re-entered in the 
Night, arid brought with them ten Veffels laden with 
Provifions. . . 

May 23.] The Englijh remained in the fame Po- 
fition. 

May 24.] In the Morning we difcovered fomt of 
the Enemy's Detachments advancing on the Side of 
Bifagno^ which we imagined were going to attack us 
in the Pofts of Notre Dame du Mont^ but their Inten- 
tion was only tacover their Forraging. In confequcnce 
of a Proclamation iffued out by the Senate the Day 
before, all the Livery Servants .put on Regimentals 
and took their Quarters, FeLvt zt T Epertm^ Part at Gr^- 
Ttaroloy and Part at Sl Pietro d^ Arena. By thefe Regu- 
lations, whilft the Enemy was in our Neighbourhood^ 
every Body, the Ladies included, liv'd without Livery 
Servants ; the very Senators had but one each, la the 
Morning we had-News brought that 1 50 Spamardsy-^ho 
were driven into Garfica^h^ arrived at the Gulph of 
Spezia ; and that two of our Gallies were arrived with 
300 Spaniards on board, whom they took in at Leghorn* 
One Caprayen Vcffel alfo arrived from Calvi with a 
Picket of the Royal Regiment of Bavaria^ ^xv^ rtr 
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ported that ftie failed the Day before from Cahi with; • 
II movtCaprayenV^&h^ having on board 550 Men 
of the fame Regiinent. We alfo learn'd that at Port 
Cahi there were more ir^^r^ Troops, which would 
foon arrive. 

May 25.} We perceived that the Enemy had 
abandoned Mannejfeno^ and St. Cyprien^ and that a 
great Number of their Troops were marched from 
cheir Head-Quarters at "Tdrrazzai which miade us 
believe they intended to (attack the Camp of our Pea- 
fents at Scofferra. After Dinner we perceived ifirom the 
Heights feveral fmall Veflels who were entring the 
Gulph of Rapello^md believed that they had on board 
fome Fnench and Spanijh Troops. 

May 26.} Before Day-break the Enemy attacked 
the Bridge of • Cjr;;/^//^;^^, but without Succels, they 
being repuls'd by our People. In the Night feveral 
Englijh Sloops attempted to make a Defcent at 'Nervi 
with an Intent to ravage the Country, but were re- 
pulfed with Lofs. We perceived from the Heights 
feveral Veffels entering into Portqfim, 

May 27.] We were informed that the pteceiding 
Night the Auftrians attacked our Peafants in the J5/-: 
fagmntzx St. Gotard\ the Adion lafted four Hours and 
ended intirely to our Advantage: The Enemy that 
were there loft two Pickets, and thofe who came ta 
tiieir Affiftance had 30 Men killed, and a great many 
wounded \ one Hundred of them, in order to run the 
fefter, threw down their Arms, which oUr Peafants car- 
ried off; we had but two Men killed, and twa 
wounded. Notwithftanding the Line of Englijh Merv 
of War .and the Xebecque .. befi>re this Port, fome 
YeffelsJaden with Provifions entered our Harbour;,^ 
we alfo received the agfeeable.News of the Arrival of 
the Frenvh and Spa7tijh Troops at Portofino^ to the Num- 
ber of 2 LOO Men. . 

^ May 25.3* By means of two heavy Cannon which 
we tianfppcted ii the JsTigHt to Ncrviy we fired at ait 
*..;.-:( :-, Englijh 
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Enghft) Ship that was at Anchor near the Shore, and^ 
receiving' much Damage, fhe was obliged to weigh 
Anchor and be tow'd out by Boats. We obferv*d her 
:to lean againft another Ship, in order to repair the 
Damage fhe received. This Morning arrived here the 
2iooMen that wctc landed Yefterday slX, Portofino. 
The Motions of the Enemy made . us think they in- 
tended to do fomething againft the Camp of Scoferra^ 
upon which we lent Mr. T>e Lannion with 800 Frisnch 
and Spanijh Troops to reinforce our Camp. 

May 29.] The Number of the Englifio Ships that 
made the Line before the Port encreafed to 13. Se- 
veral Veffels, laden with Provifions, came into th^ 
Harbour in the Evening. Two of our Galleys that 
came in this Morning, failed^ again in the Evening, 
^with two others, towards Pcrtofino^ and favoured the 
Arrival of the Convoy of fmall rowing VeflTels that 
twere fent to Monaco to take fome frelh Troops on 
board. As foon as the Veffels were difcovered by the 
Englijh Ships, they fet.Sail after them, but for Want 
of Wind could do nothing : Three of thefe Veffels 
came into this Port, and the others were driven to 
Portofim and Places adjacent. We were informed 
that this fmall Convoy had on board about 800 Men, 
^nd that one ofour Galleys which convoy'd them, took, 
in the Way, a Bark that was going from Leghorn to 
carry Provifions to the Enemy. In the Afternoon our 
-Peafants had fome Skirmiflies with the Piedmontefe 
Troops that were on the other Side the Bridge oiCor- 
mgliano, and beat them v/ith Lofs on theix Side. 

May 30.] All the Veffels that were driven Yefter- 
-day to Porfofino arrived here in the Night, the Englijh 
jiot having been able to take one of them, sind landed 
-the Troops they had on board. In the Afternoon we 
perceived great Motions in the Aufirian Atmy^ which 
obliged us to reinforce all the Pofts : and accordingly 
the Citizens repaired in 'great Numbers to the Walls 
^nd the other Pqfts that weirc appointed them- The 
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Pricfts formed themfelves into a Body, and diftin- 
guilhed themfelves by aflembling in great I^^umbers : 
But this proved a falfe Alarm. In the Night we 
fet Fire to the Fafcines, Gabions, and Stakes whidi 
the Aujlrian^ had , prepared on the other Side oi Bol- 
^netQ^ which were entirely confumed. Several Vef- 
fels came in laden with Flour and Provifions. We 
Jearned that, on the 28Lh, the Peafants of Frafiinelb 
pppofed two Companies of Volunteers of our Peafants, 
who were going to recoiinoitre the Magazines the Ene- 
my might have there ; and our Peafants, being pro- 
voked by the many Injuries done them, attacked 
them in their Iptrenchments with great Vigour, and 
obliged them to retreat : That our Peafants had fet 
Fire to a Vijlage that was aFief of Count jF>>^/, and 
that above Forty Houfes wefc re(iuced to Aflies, 
to.punilh the Inhabitants, and in Reyenge for the 
Injuries they had done the Nation', and for the 
Houfes they had before burnt within the Territories of 
the Republick. We receiyed,^at: the fame Tinrie, the 
melancholy News, that the Caftle of Mafone^ after 
haying defended itfelf for 1 3 Days, was obliged to fuih 
. render, the Enemy having fprung a Mine that did 
great Damage, and by which Count Soro was kill'd. 
The Piedftiontefe Commander had perfefted another 
very confiderable Mine, which would have brought 
down to the Ground the greateft Part of that old Ca- 
iile : And this obliged the commanding Officer to fuf- 
render Prifoner of War. 

May 31.] There happened nothing remarkable o^. 
either Side. We learned that the Enemy had, in fe- 
veral Places near the Polcevera^ 40 heavy and fmall 
Cannon, and 8 Mortars. The Qefertion of their Army, 
which began fome Days before, increafed, andefpo^ 
cially amongft the Piedmontefe Troops. By the Dc- 
fetters that came in the fame Day we learned, that the 
Aijirians and Piedmontefe^ having the Day before {tt^ 
^e Vcfiels come in laden with Troops and Provifions, 
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in Sight of the Englijb Men of War, complained great* 
ly againft the Englifh^ and, in order to put a Stop to 
fheir Defertion, their Officers gave out to their Sol- 
diers, that we wanted Bread in Genoa ; that, rather 
than ftarve. Mothers were obliged to kill their owA 
Children for Provifion ; that the Genoefe had offered to 
capitulate feveral Days before, and that the Qyeen of 
Hungary^ who had been corifulted thereupon, anfwer- 
fwer'd, " She would not grant them any Capitulation, 
" but would put all to the Sword ; and that (he be- 
" fieged the City with no other Intention, than to 
.*' plunder it, and then reduce it to Afftes." 

June I. Two Caprayen Half-galleys, with French 
and Spanijh Troops on board, arrived in this Port, 
and, by the Mafter, we heard, that four others with 
about 300 Men on board were driven into the Riviera 
<^ Levant ; and that they had left in the Port of Cahi 
fome Spani/h and French Troops. 

June 2.] On the Side of Bifagno our Pcafants came 
. out of the Village ofBavariy attacked and repuls'd the 
Croats and PandourSy who had advanced thither, and 
purfued them to the very Village of Stroppa^ from 
whence a Body oiAnJirian Grenadiers came out to fup- 
port the Croats ; upon which our Peafants returned in 
good Order. 

June 3.] Two other Caprayeti Barks came into Port^ 
^ alfo feveral other Veffels, laden with Flour and Pro- 
vifibns. We received the Account of what happened 
at Bavari^ by which we were informed, that the Fire 
lafted till Ten of the Clock at Night •, that we had 
two of our People kill'd, and two wounded ; and, by 
the dead Bodies that were found there, and thofe 
which the Enemy carryM with them, as iifual, their 
Lofs was computed at 50 Men kiird, without reckon- 
ing the Wounded. 

J«»^4.] We were mformed that five (^;)r^^» Barks 
had arrived at Portojino with Spanifh and French Troopfe 
0n board, which were the Remainder of the nine that 
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^ikd from die Ports of Corfica. Accordy^ to the 
IVIptions we obfervcd the preceding Days, and by 
|Che Redoubts and Intrenchmcnts which the Enemy 
had finilhed in the Pofts they occupied in the Poke* 
fveraj it appeared plainly to be the Intention of the 
jlujirians^ after having fecured their Rpar and Re- 
treat, to bring the greateft Part of their Forces on 
the Side of Bifagm^ and take the Pofts in our Pof- 
jfeflion, iThis obliged us to reinforce thofe Pofts, and 
^ncreafe the Number of Workmen employed to perfeft 
the IntrenchmentSt We worked with all poflible Dili- 
gence at the Intrenchments we had lately begun from 
J^otre T>ame du Moiit as far asJli^aro^ and at another 
jthat had been ordered to be made in the Mountain of 
F^ifeie^ where we placed 1209 Men, and fome Picr 
fes of Cannon. 

June 5.] The line of Englifi; Men of W^j -be- 
fore our Port, increafed to the Number of Sixteen 
Ships, Frigates, and Bomb-Ketches. The 300 Men^ 
which the hvtCaprayen Barks landed Yefterday ^tPorKh 
fn^^ arrived here by Land. We learned, by De- 
fertcrs, that feyeral Companies of the Enemy's Gxe- 
padiers had received Orders to provide themfelves with 
Six Days Proyifion ; which made us fyrmife, that they 
intended to execute fome Enterprize on the Side. of 
M^gno. 

: June 6.] The Duke of BQt0ers^ cfcorted by a Party 
of Grenadiers, went to vifit all the Ppfts on that Side. 
In the Afternoon, a Veffel, that failed from St. Remo 
on the 4th, arrived here : The Mafber reported he had 
feen the Juftrim Garrifon, which the French madePri- 
foners of War in the IQands of St. Marguerite and St. 
JiQnorate \ and |:hat the Combined , Army had pafled 
4Ehe Var^ and entered into Nke^ on the 3d Inftant. 

June 7.] By thte Boat of a Bark from Languegtia^ 
dthat paffcd irom Smjona to Porto^fimo^ we received a 
Confirmation of this agreeable News. After Dinner, 
jQUr Peafants,. who were pofted at St. Pietrg d' Arena 
, . with 
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with a Detachment of the Livery-Servants, from at 
Refolution of their own, attacked the Pofts which the 
Piedmontefe^ and fome Detachments of the Croats^ were 
in Poffeflion of on the Hill of Notre Dame de Coronata t 
It is impoffible to exprefs the Bravery with which our 
People fought, obliging the Enemy to quit all the 
Houfcs they were in, and afterwards purfued them a» 
far as the Church of Coronata^ which is on the Top of 
the Hill. In the Dufk of the Evening, they returned, 
in good Order, to their former Pofts, and brought 
with them two Guns called Spngards^ levcral Boiling- 
Pots, Swords, Cloaths, &?r. 

We had in this Aftion but one Man killed arid five 
wounded. The Enemy came not off {o well, having 
four of their Officers killed. The French Officers^ 
who from their Pofts faw this Aftion, greatly com- 
mended it, and looked upon it as an Undertaking 
which would have done Honour to the braveft Grena- 
diers. The Works in the Intrenchments and the For- 
tifying of all our Pofts were carried on very brifkly, 
and particularly thofe oi Aharo,^ 

June 8.] Mr. du WalU Major-General in the Spa- 
nijh Service, arrived this Day, and confirmed the News^ 
of the Paffage of the Vdr^ of the taking of Nice and 
Mbntalhan^ and alfo of the Siege of Villa Franca i 
which caufed great Joy m all the Citizens. This Day 
the Fire of our Cannon, from the Mountain of the 
Two Brothers^ was fo very hot, that it filenced that of 
the Enemy, from the Mountain of Diamant. 

June 9.] At Day-ft-eak, eleven Veflfels laden with 
Provifions, under the Convoy of two of our Galleys, 
arrived here. 

On the fame Day, the Cannonadirig and Firing front 
our Pofts of the Two Brothers ^oi Befoidere^sru^ Monte^ 
Hftoro^ was very confiderable. We imagined the Juf- 
trians and Piedmontefe would make an Attack in the 
Evening on the Side of St. Pietro ffArenUy but we 
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l9on fdund that the Advices we received upon thaf; 
Account were falfe. 

June lo.] The Cannonading ftom our Pofts con- 
tinued againft thofe of CoronatU^ where the Piedmontefe 
were going to er^d a Battery, Some Barrels of Car- 
tridges, that w.^vt preparing in a Houf? it CarignanOy 
took Fire: The Houfe was blown up, and thirteen 
Perfons killed.„ The next Houfe was damaged, and 
thofe in the Neighbourhood had all the Glafs. in their 
Windows brokei / 

. June II.] The Cannonading continued^ and feveral 
Bombs were thrown to incorpmode the Enemy, and 
ruin their Works. In the Evening, a Felucca from 
Prdvence arrived here, with Letters from Nice of the 
9th. After Dinner we pbferved,- that feVeral Mules,' 
laden with Equipage belonging to the AuJlrianSi were 
taking the Rqad of NovL 

June 12.] We were informed in the Morning,- that 
the Enemy had abandoned the Caftle of Torriglia^ and 
that our People had taken Poffeffion of it : The Works 
were carried on brifkly on all Sides, they were all made 
defencible, and feveral finifhed. In the Evening we 
received a nfiore particular Account of the Enemy's 
evacuating the Caftle of Torriglia. M. de Lannion^ a 
French Brigadier, having detached Part of his Troops, 
and M. Augujiin P/W/i having joined them with a De- 
uchment of Genoefe^ as well Regular Troops as Peafan ts,- 
to the Number of 250 Men, he marched to torriglia : 
The German Officer, who commanded there a Body 
of 300 Men, being furorized and frightened, imme- 
diately quitted the Caftle, and endeavoured to fave him- 
felf and thofe under his Command by Flight ; but our 
People, tho' much inferior in Number, attacked them 
yigoroufly, and entirely defeated them. The Jujirians 
had a coafiderable Number of Men killed, and 35 
taken Prifoncrs : They alfo left behind them feveral 
Haberfacks, Arms, and other EflFefts^ which they 
were carrying off with them. At Night our People 
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took Poflcffion of the Cattle. We reciflv«d a particu- 
lar Account of the Aufirians and Piednfontefi taking Md^ 
fine : That the Troops of the Republic, as well as the 
Pealants, had all been ftript, not excepting even Mr. 
d^OriUy their Commanding Officer, andM. 5^//, who 
had retired thither after the Lofs of Voliri : That they 
having been all conduced to Vcttri in that Condition, 
M. tfOria had fallen fick, and died miferably. 

July 13.] At Two in the Morning, tht Juftrians^ 
on all Sides, attacked our Out- Works : The Piedmon-^ 
tefi made a falfe Attack on the Side of St.Pietro J^Arena^ 
but they were repulfed with the Lofs of 100 Men killed, 
and as many wounded. The Aufirtans made another 
Attack, in the Mountain called the 7%c;<? Brothers^ but 
were foon repulfed with great Lofs. They fuccecded 
better on the Side of BifagnOj which they attacked with 
the greateft Part of their Force. Our Peafants were 
forced to abandon the Poft of St. Gatard^ which they 
retook with great Valour after Dinner. The Peafants 
did not refift long at the Hill of Bavariy the Aujirians 
having brought there all their l^'orccs. The greateft 
Refiftance we made, was at the Bocea de Ratti: Our 
People' ftood their Ground firmly for three Hours, and 
the Enemy had 500 Grenadiers killed ; but, making 
the Attack on different Sides, they at laft forced the. 
Poft : Here M. ^aubitij Major-General in the Spanijh 
Service, fupported by 50 Soldiers of the Regiment of 
Cor dove ^ was dangeroufly .wounded in the Leg : This 
brave Officer endeavoured at the fame time, tho* to na 
Purpofe, to ftop and rally the Sfanijh Swifs^ wha re- 
treated in Confiifion, and what was ftill worfe the Pea- 
lants went oflF with them. Immediately after this Dif- 
order, the Enemy attacked the Poft ot die^Camalduks^ 
and forced it. Afterwards, they attacked the Convent 
of Notre Dame du Monty one of the three important 
Pofts : They made three Aflaults, but were always re- 
pulfed by our People, who behaved with great Bravery.. 
The Killed and Wounded of the Auftirians t^n.this 
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Occafiofii in the feveral Attadcs, aq[K)untcd ta iJoOf 
Men-, andOur^^ lijp kilkd, and 50 wounded andi 
taken ftifoners. The Enejpy raade the Attack, on all 
Sides, with gre^t Refolution : Our People fought gal* 
kntly, and our Peafants behaved as well as the Citizens 
md Burghers, who went in great Numbers to their 
^flSftance, cfpecially the Nobles^ who almoft to a Man 
obeyed tire Orders of the Duke of Bot^jkrs^ who form'4 
;he DHpofeion from the Roman Port, for which he was 
greatly appfauded by the French and Spanijh Officers i 
The Duke t)F Bm^rs remained at that Port all Night^ 
The French being afraid the Enemy might polfcis 
themfelves of the Battery of Si. Nazare^ nailed up 
their Caiinon^ smd threw them into the Sea. 

June 14.] We learned that the Enemy who had 
Jpenetrated to the Bridge^ of Sturla^ had extended them- 
felrcs to the Defcent of the Noce. Our Peafants made 
themfelves Mailers of a Houfe upon the Mountain of 
^uezzi^ which was occupied by 50 Aiftrian Grenadiers •, 
i^ll the Grenadiers were killed, except 4 who were made 
Prifoners, three of which vere wounded. Our Pea- 
fants fought at S. Gottardj and killed and wounded 
Ibme of the Enemy. The Aufirians made an Attempt 
upon Notre Tkime du Mont^ but they were fo well 
received, that it proved without Succefs. That Day 
we fent a large Detachment to guard the Suburbs of 
j£barOj and which was neceflary, to fecure the Covert- 
Way on the Side of Bifagno. The Women of the 
Neighbourhood who.iSed, and the heavy Rain which 
fell caufed Ipme Confufion at firfl:, but they were fopn 
put in Order. Our Peafents attacked with great Fury 
the Piedmontefe^ at Comiglianp^ from the Side of the 
P^/cw^nr,^^ and drove them from a Houfe wherein they> 
had fortified diemfclves. Thefe People from a bar- 
barous Difpofition equal to ^at of thie Jujlriansj. 
fet fire to a great many Houfes and Palaces^ particu- 
larly thofe oYMt. Serra and JtHperiali-Larcari. We 
were bformed that Night that Count de Lannion^ 
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with the French Forces had pafled tJie Scofferra at St 
MargueriUj and that Mf, P/W//, after leaving 30 Sol- 
diers of the three Nations, and 150 Peafants in the 
Caftle of Torrigliaj retired with the Troops of the 
Republick and the Peafants to ReccOj to join Mr. d^ 
Lanmon-, -fo that together they made a Body of 3000 
IHifitia and regular Troops. We had an Account at th^ 
iame Time that a Convoy of Veflels arrived at Portt^-^ 
finoy having on Board 1000 Spaniardf^ of thofe that 
.had put into the Ports of Corjica. The Marquis bf 
Roquepne vtYitvtdi the Marqui? of Leyde^ a Colonel 
in the Spanijh Service, who conimanded at the Poft of 
Notre Dame du Mont. 

June 15.] We continued the Works with all im^- 

finable Expedition, and hastened to complete the 
ortifications on the Side of Bifagnf^ where we had 
fcnt a great deal of Artillery. W6 JikewHe fent a 
great many Workmen to Albaro^ where Ve pofted a 
lai^e Nun>ber bf Peafants, to fupport the regular 
Troops. Our People had fome Skirnniiftles with thd 
Enemy, but not of any Confequence. Iti the Morning 
the Etiemy made a Feint on the two Sides of Notre 
'Dome du Mont^ and nothing more W^ done ; our 
Peafents made a good Defence in 4 Houfe near the 
iDeifcent o^ I^Noce^ asi alfo in another Hdufe fituate at 
Mar0, In the Afternoon the Enemy having, with 
a Defechment of regular Troops and Crodts^ poflefled 
thenilelyes of a Houfe on that Side, were vigoroufly 
attacked by fome Soldiers of the Royal Ilegiment of 
JS^ir^n^, anddiflog'd: We had one Officer wounded 
ppon this' pccafion. The Enemy loft almoft every 
Soldier who were in Poffeffion of this Houfe. In the 
Evening,' we perc^iyed a large Coluitan of Aujirians 
formed m a Line of Battle ppon the Mountain of 
^ezzi, this made us apprehend a NeW attack at Day- 
break. The Duke of 5«?/^^j**gre^tly commended 
jhe Behaviour of the Compafhies of Militia^ who were 
clreflfed in their Uniform, and particularly the Cadets 
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and the Detachments of a Battalion q^-Cafiella^ yr\i\ch 
VftTt pofted on that Side. The Senate, upon the Re- 
prefentation of the Duke of Bouffiers^ ordered it to 
be teftified by; a Publick Ps^di unto all the Voluntary 
Troops, how well pleafed he was with their Conduft. 
JsTothing remarkable happened on the Side of .the Pol- 
cevera^ except the- Palaces andHqufes that were, fet on 
fire at Comigliano by the Pkdmoniefe.. On the; Side of 
the Mountain of Ratti the Fire having c^tched a Con-f 
voy of Mules, lateen .witH Powder for tht.Jt^rian 
Camp; the Mules,- Muletters, and 50 Soldiers who ef- 
corted thenri, were all blown up. 

June 16.] Nothing happened remarkable, the Firing 
of the Mirfquettry -which was heard from;i:he Side of 
Bifagno not being of any Confequence, we continued 
working at the Fortifications oT the City, . as well as 
thofe of- Notre ' Dame du Monty and thofe of Abaroy 
our Sailors took up two of ^e* heavy Cannon -whicK 
the French nz,^ thrown into the Sea j we fent feme 
French and Genoefe Officers to Retto^ and St. Margue-- 
rite^ to concert with Mr. de Z^»;//tf», and Mr. Pinelli^ 
the Operations which were to be undertaken wjth the 
Forces under their Command.. \ We re-eftabliflied the 
Battery oi St. Nazare^ which was thought nectlTary, 
to hinder and annoy the landing the ArtiUery and 
Provifion, which the Enemy endeavoured ^o dox)n the 
Shore ofSturla, where two EngUJh Ships lay at Anchor, 

June 17.] ^e completely equipped one Brigantine 
^nd fome Shallops to hincjier their Landing. : There 
were Skirmilhes. on both Sides ia different Places on the 
Side of Bifagno\ :and altho'Mr. Galliotto Palwicinoy 
who had the Direftion of the Workmen at AlbarOyVfZS 
wounded in a Skirmifli, the Enemy gained x\o Ad- 
yalitage. We continued our Works with great Vigour, 
and augmented them upon the Ramparts of the City 
on the Side of Bifagno: We alfo placed fome Mortars 
for throwing Bombs. 
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, June 18.]. Two Ships arrived fromPrcvence^ mth 
an Account of tjbe: March of the ir^ri^ and Spati^ 
Army to Vintimilli. 0\iv People took an Englijk 
Shallop with grSailors of that Nation, and one G^w- 
^; this laft Perfon ^ported^ that if they had come 
half an Hour fooner they might have taken the Aujirian 
General. We f^w EngUJh Boats continually pafling 
from the Shore of Stwla to the Ships, on Bo^ which^ 
they embarked all the Effedts and Plunder which the 
Jf^rians^ after phcir Irruption into Bifagno^ had takea 
away in thofe Villages and Caftles all aJong to J)[erui% 

June 19.] it was .on the Coaft of Sturla^ that our, 
armed Sloops tppk, i^n the i8th, two Englifi) Boa,^ 
with a Pilot and 13 Sailors : There was alfo that Day^ 
on the Side of Bifagno^ great Firing of Mufquettry be- 
tween our Peaiants and the Enemy, but to little Pur- 
pole, every one keeping his Poll. In the Morning foyr, 
of our Galleys, which came fro(n, ^ort^no^ leaving, 
onboatd M. de Lannion and fome French Soldiers, v- 
rived in this Port : They convoyed 27 Veflfel^.Jadea 
with jProvifion and iioo Troops, which wereimme- 
<Jiately lent to oqr Ports oi Jlbaro ; the othcir Frpicb 
and Genoefe Troops, of thofe which were at Scofferra^\ 
Were fome of them planted at Recco^ and others at Sk 
Marguerite: The Frencbp under the Command of M,. 
de Monteil^ and th,c Genoefe^ of M. Picelli^ with aDc^ 
Cgn to fupport the Peafants, whofe Numbers mcreaftfi 
in thdfe Parts, and were already become very confider- 
able. The I>uke d^ Boufflers received a lJett;er frppx 
the King's Lieutenant at M^^^^, dated the i6th, who 
inforn)ed him, that the French were already at yinti-. 
milk: That the Piedmontefe had left 300 of their Men. 
in the Caftle : That 30 Companies of Grenadiers werp; 
to arrive the 27th at St. Remo^ followed by i^Spanifi^ 
Battalions under the Command of M. PignatelUy LieM-; 
-tenant-General, with Orders to march with the:utino(t 
]^pedition to the Relief of this Capital. We ppntir 
nued tli^e Works at jdlbaro and at Notn Dame du Abnt^ 
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p wdl as at the Fortifications of the City. That Day 
lAx.GalkoUo Pallanncino died of his Woimds : He 
was defcended from one of the moft illqftrious Families 
of G^^j, and fell a Sacrifice in the Defence of his 
Country, for which he always reac^ily expofed himfelf 
upon every Occafion. 

' June 20.] The Enemy made no Attempt, not-f 
withftanding we obfcnred fcveral Veffefe near the Shore? 
pf Sturky without being able to know widi Certainty 
Whether they brought Artiljery or Provifion. In the 
Afternoon \kt French^ jointly with our People, under-^ 
fook to drjye iht Aifirians froiti three Houfts fituate 
6n the Side of Albara^ where they had eftablilhcd their 
^vaneed Pofts : The Atuck was brifk : Our Ptople 
carried two of the Houfes, and madepne Lieutenant 
arid twelve Grenadiers Prisoners, having killed all the 
reft,' the greatcft Part being CFoats. We coujcj not 
<Sirry^ the third, as the Enemy who gqarded it were 
confiderably reinforced. As thefe tWo Houfes^which 
we now occupied, were without the Lines, we thought 
fit fb abandon therp. This Adtion coft fome Men j 
we had iaiMen killed, amongft whom w^ a French! 
CWieec, and 20 wounded. 

'June 21.] In the Afternoon the Peafents of 5/. 
Pietfe^d^Jrena^ reinforced by fome Mgnons^ attacked 
t^Pi&imontife and Croats ^^ who were pofted upon the' 
fiSt of Corenatay drove them ^way, and forced them- 
fclv€s to the Pdace of M. Pittalugaj where they found* 
ftveral Rations of Br^d, two Spingardes belonging 
XB'iht Piedmentefe^ Ooats Cloaks, fcillecl theni 18' 
Men, befides wounding feveral : After yHich they- 
rtturned to their Poft. Our Loft was only two Men 
killed, and fome wounded There was another Attack' 
oa the Side of St.Qqttardy where we had almpft the 
fame Succefs. Abbut^ight we learned that an EngSJh 
Bomb-Ketch, with feveral other Tranfport. Sloops, 
felled from Seftri de Ptfnente: As wd apprehended that 
thofe Ships d^figned knding their Cannon on the Side 
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t>f Bijagmj the ^Senator d'Oria^ who was tiamed Gcnev 
jal ot the Galleys, went out with a Squadron to attack 
them : As foon as the Enemy perceived our Galleys, 
they madp the Bomb-Ketch and the Tranfports keep as 
Xiear the 3hore as poffible ; they were covered by the 
Fire of two Batteries, one of which was at the Church 
t>f Sejiri^ and the other at St. Jndrc: Notwithftanding 
this, our Galleys conwng up with them, made four 
Difchar^es of their Cannon againft the Bomb-Veffelj 
Vhich damaged her ; but the continual Fire from the 
Batteries, and from the fiJt Englijb Men of War, be- 
yond which they advanced^ hindered their coming any- 
nearer : Notwithftanding whi(;h, they took a Pink of 
105 Tons, which w^ laden with Ammunition for the 
Ju^rian Artillery, with fome Mulquets, Sabres, Spin- 
gardes, fourteen Pattararoes, two Iron Cannon^ and a 
Quantity of Powder ; there were alfo on board fomd 
Barrel Hoops, Grates, and other Moveables, which 
the Enemy had plundered and ftole from the Neigh- 
bourhood of SeprL Our Galleys fought for an Hour 
and a Quarter, and received 200 Cannon Shot, after 
which |hey returned into Haribour : The Galley Raggi 
as welJ as the Patroncy whick was the Commandant of 
the Squadron, was damaged by feveral Cannon Shot ; 
there were three Men killed on board the Commandant

June 22.] We received this Morning two Dif- 
patches fromProvmce ; by the lateft^ from M, le Mir^ 
quis de la Mina of Menton^ dated the 19th, we were! 
informed, that every thing was ready for the Siege of 
Vintimlle ; and that, in the mean Time^ they would 
immediately fend us a large Body of Troops, which 
was to. be nttt Day at St. Remo^ where the advanced^ 
Guard was aheady arrived. The Juftrian Deferters^ 
Which came to us that Day, told us, that the Enemy 
had re-embarked their Cannon on the Side oi Bifc^no^ 
and that they intended to retire : We could not depend 
much upon the Word of a People fo much addi(fted 
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toFalfiibbd. Thatl>aywe began die n^ Works af 
the Walls of Carignano^ from the Barrier of St. Qaire 
to the Gates oiVArco. We intended putting the Pa- 
japet in Order, and to ereft new Batteries, which, in 
cafe of Neceffity, ftiould command die estterior Forti- 
fication fituate on the Side of Bifagno, between the 
Roman Port and that of Pila. We continued widt 
Vigour the Works of the new Intrenchments of AUraroi 
The Enemy did not make any Motion : There was 
only fome Mufquet Shot of each Side, and fbme Can- 
non Shot fired from the Batteries which we had at 
Notre Dame du Mont. 

June 23.] At Night the Englijh Ships cannonaded 
inceflandy a Convoy of Capreyan Gondolas, who ar- 
rived at Portqfino Under the Convoy of two of our 
•Galleys. A Ponton of new Invention, which was 
built fome Days before in this Pore with a Defign to 
annoy the Enemy, went out under the Convoy of two 
Galleys, and was towed by Shallops to the Coaft of 
Sturla^ where the Enemy then was : It was guarded 
by a Parapet which was Cannon-Proof; it carried two 
lai^e battering Cannon, four fmall ones, and two large 
Mortars. We threw a great many Bombs into the 
Enemy's Camp, and cannonaded them a long Time, 
which annoyed them greatly; we alfo threw fome 
Bombs at an Englijh Ship, but .without Succefs. In 
die Morning the St. Lewis Galliot came into this Har- 
bour, which was fitted out by the French^ and brought 
us 250 Barrels of Powder : She received feveral CSn- 
non Shot fi"om the Englijh^ and had one Man killed 
and one wounded. After Dinner we perceived a great 
Movement in the Enemy's Army. 

June 24.] The Deferters that arrived this Morning 
confirmed what the others had reported the Day before, 
in regard to the Re-imbarkarion of the Epemy's large 
Artillery on the Side of Bifagno ; adding, that they had 
even embarked their Field-Pieces. They likewife in- 
formed us of the Departure of Count Scbulemhurgb^ 
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ivho we believed was gone to Savona % the Cannonading 
We heard fronv that Place confirmed us in our Opinion^ 
judging it to be a Salute on Account of that General'^ 
Arrival. This Day ^e had repeated Advices which 
aflured us of the hafty Retreat of the Enemy. At 
Night we learned that fe\^ef'al fmall Veffcls, which we 
expcf^ed with Troops froiti Monaco^ were arrived int 
ihe Neighbourhbpd of Camoglu Our Galleys had takert 
ttff PortcfinOj a B^fk laden with Corn for the Enemy** 
That feme Day, bb'ng the 24th oijune^ we paid ouf 
laft Duties to the brave Taubin ;' fo this great Man wat 
lifually called on Accoiint of bis Intrepidity, and waj* 
one of the beft Officers in the i?^^«j/& Armiy : Having 
clofely applied himfelf to the Study of Military AfFairSj; 
be became Vety Ikilful therein -, and by his prudent 
CondUft, his Courage^ and other great Accomplifb-' 
merits, he gained the^ntire Confidence and Efteem of 
tJie Troops of that Nation^ by whom he was generally^ 
regretted; The Wound he received tfe 13th proved 
mortal^ arid fhoriened that Life which he ever readil/ 
expofed* to the greateft Dangers. ■' 

June 25.1 We healrd a 'Firing of Mljf^ucts'frotri'' 
the Skle of the MoiMtain^of i^)^^^^ an Hour before. 
Day-Break, which continued 'till it >^as Light: Wc^. 
Gould not learn the Particuldrs *tiH next Morning. The- 
high Windj and the Violent Agitation of the Seat that 
followed, obliged t^o Englijh Ships to let Sail ; .iipon 
this, our two Galleys^ who lay at Anchor at Stttrlaj 
returned to the Mouth of this Harbour^ and towed 
the Poriton back with them. At Night We learned^ 
that our Galleys had taken off Portofino^ a Bark laden 
with Corn for the Enemy. M. de Boufflers complained 
Very much of his Head, and a Heat in his Bowels, 
NVhich W2ts attributed to fome Obftruftions in th^ 
Veffels V this w^ attended with a flight Pever^ and 
they let hiiti Kood twice. 

June 16.3 We learned that the Firing lieard \ 
the Day^befbre^ from the Si4e of thfe Mountain of 
^ G ' Fafcie^ 
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Fafcidy was, that M. Paris Pinelli^ a Knight of MaUa^ 
^ho commanded on that Side, . put himfelf at the 
Head of 120 Men, Regular Troops andPealants, and 
attacked a Poft the Aujirians yfttt in PoJfTeffion of,' 
from which he entirely drove them away, after kilhng 
Forty of their Men ; he theri marched to attack 
another Poft ; and notwithftanding he was told that 
2000 Aujirians came by different Roads to fupport 
their own People, and that it was neceffary for him to. 
retire ; yet, led on by his Courage, he purfued his' 
Enterprize^ being bravely fupported by the Soldiers 
and Peafants which, he commanded. Being mortally 
wounded, a Peafant, as he was carrying him off upon 
his Shoulders, received alfo a Wound, and his Party 
being now over-powered by a Superiority 4n Number 
were obliged to retire with Precipitation, fo that he fell 
into the Hands of the Cr<5^/J, who killed him, and 
cut off his Head : Such was the End of this illuftrious 
Knight ! Engaged by the religious Vows of Malta^ he 
could not behold his Country in Danger without flying 
to its AifTiftance with the greateft Impatience ; tho' 
young Jie was- of approved Valour, and always ready 
to facrifice himfelf in the Defence of the Republic; 
The Hoftilities had been almoft fufpended for fome 
Days, occafioncd by the Aujirians being wholly em- . 
ployed in embarking their Artillery : This Inaftiori 
did not fuit the Knight'sTemper : He refolved to attack 
a Poft, and did it with as much Bravery as Succefs ; 
this Succefs, and the Confidence he repofed in thofe 
under his Command, led him on to new Dangers, 
where he met with a Death worthy of the heroic Sen- 
timents which he always exerted. Our Cannor^ played • 
very fmartly, as well from the Poft oi Ngtr^ J)ame dur 
Monty as that of Albaro^ from which w^ fired eight- 
Pounders againft the Palace of M. Gr^^^z/Zp, being* 
fituated without the Lines, and in the Poffeffion of; 
the Enemy. We fired fome Mufquet Shot from the 
Side of BegatCyhwl witiiom £ffed.. At Nigjjt we^otn. 
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ferved the Piedmontefe pafs at the 'Hill of Coronata^ 
who before occupied the Convent of the Miiericorde 
on this Side of the Polcevera^ which made us hope 
that the Accounts of Deferters, touching the fpeedy 
Retreat of the Piedmontefe^ was well grounded, as they 
had re-embarked a great Part of their Artillery that 
came from Savona. At Night a Felucca arrived from 
Monaco^ with fome French Officers, who left that 
Place the 23d : They told us, they came from the 
Head-Quarters ; that they were battering the Caftle 
of Vintimille ; that the main Body of the Army was 
between that City and St. Remo ; and that the ad- 
vanced Pickets were at Riva de Taggia, The Diforder 
of the Duke of Bouffiers continuing, he was blooded 
a third Time. 

June 27.] There arrived from Portofino a fmall 
Number of Veffels laden with Provifibns, convoyed 
by our Galliotte: The GalUotte brought the Body of 
the Chevalier Pinelli^ which his Brother, who com- 
mands the Troops of the Republick^ and a great Num- 
ber of Peafants, by a Drum demanded ffom the Ene- 
my, and purchafed for ready Money. At the fame 
Time we received Letters, by which we were informed 
that the French and Genoefe Troops, after leaving two 
Pickets at Portcfino^ were advanced to Nerva^ and 
that a Number of Peafants of the Riviera of Levant e 
joined them. Six Feluccas with 120 Soldiers, and 
fome French Ot^ctxs arrived from Monaco^ and we 
were informed by the Matters, that feveral Catalonian 
Xebeques with Spanijh Troops intended for our Aflif- 
tance, were come into the Harbour of Vtlla-Franche. 
They told us that this Reinforcement amounted to 
6000 Men ; that four Spanijh Galleys arrived about 
the fame Time,; atid that 5 French Galleys arrived at 
Monaco which were to convoy here the Troops and 
jProvifions. The jhjtrians grew more numerous on 
the Side of TorazTki.' We confequently doubled the 
Guards at the Polls of Granarolo^ and at the Walls on 
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that Side, tho' we might imagine this'Motion a For<5f 
runner of their Retreat, of which we had other Indi^- 
cations. Mr. De Bothers, haying had a bad Nighty 
was let Blood in the Morning for the 4th Time. This 
Bleeding feenied to give him great Eafe, and that 
News occafioned great Joy thro' the whole City, where 
this Lord was generally beloved, 

June 28.] Two of our Galleys arrived from Parta^ 
fino^ and convoyed three Veflels laden with Powder, 
and feveral others with Proyifions. By a Felucca arrived 
from Monaco^ we received Letters from the Head- 
Quarters at Carnolet^ dated the 24th, by which we 
learned, tha? on the 25th they fhould begin to Bom- 
bard the Caftle of Vintimilky and that the 26th they 
jQiould begin to batter it with Cannon. There was 
nothing rennarkable happened this Day. At Night 
^00 French arrived here from Portpfino. The Difordef 
of the Dul^e of Botdflers continued, but feemed tq 
abate. 

June 29.] Thje Body of the Chevalier Tmelli wa$ 
interred in the Cathedral, with the military Honours, 
where we erected him a * Cattifalque. All the Nobi-* 
lity aflSfted at the Funeral Pomp. In the Evening we 
perceived a Veflel, which failed towards the Levant 
without being interrupted by the Englijh. We fired 
a Cannon Ihot from one of our Batteries, which made 
the VefTel vere about and come into Harbour. We 
fonud her laden with 900 Sacks of Rice. About two 
Hours after it was dark, we had Intelligence that 
the Enemy's Lme advanced towards our Pofts at At- 
haroy where we heard a continual Difeharge of Muf- 
fluettry until Midnight, and an interrupted Firing 
until Morning. We were then informed, that a Cap^ 
tain of a Free Corppany, imagining that the Enemy in* 
tended making fome Works, began to Fire upon then\ 
jn order to difperfe . them, \yhich alarmed all their 
Troops. By the Face and JIands pf the Duke df

taken for a Purple Fever, and had great Hopes pf hi 
Recovery. 

June 30.] Mr. Abumdda^ Major General and Com- 
niander of the Provincial GrenadicTS of Spain^ arrived 
in the Neighbourhood of St. Remo on board a Feluca. 
He came to fucceed in Command the Marquis (k 
^attinn. We learned on this occafion, that the Royal 
infant, Dan Philips continued at Camoktte ; that they 
battered very brifkly the Caftle of Vintimille^ which 
could not hold out long ; that the French and Spanijk 
Armies had advanced Pickctts at St. Stephano and 
Riva ; and that the Ai^rian and Piedmontefe Battalions, 
who had hitherto occupied the Mountains of Penna^ 
weie filed off towards Oneille^ where they feemed re- 
jblv'd to make a Stand. We continued the Works on 
,all Sides, and the Fortifications of Alharo were in a 
good Pofture of Defence. We learned, that the Ene* 
my had made a great many Works on their Side, and 
endeavoured forming a Battery at the Pofl: of 5/. Tbecle^ 
and ibme others at the Polls they occupied oppofite 
St. JlbarQ. We were informed that they endeavoured 
landing their Cannon, which they had reimbarked the 
preceding Days. In the Morning two of their Columns, 
one of which confifted of 300 Men, and the other of 
550, came down the Pokevera, One of thefe Columns 
marched up the Torrent of Turbella, and efcortcd four 
Pieces of Cannon* We were informed that General 
Scbukmburgh landed at Sturla. The Duke of Bothers 
feemed much better that Day. 
> July 1 .] Our Cannon oi Notre Dame du Mont played 
very much all that Day, to deftroy the Works the 
Enemy had made at St, Thecle. We fired a great 
piany Cannon Ihot a^inft the Red Caftk of Mr. Pi^ 
nelliy which is fituated near St. Martin of Jlbaro:, with 
a View to annoy the Enemy, who were lodged there* 
In the Afternoon Mr. Roquepine having detached 30 
Gren^iers of the Royal Regiment of Bavarioy from 

. ^j^^ 
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the Fortifications of Noire Dame du Mont^ they were 
^appy enough to drive the Epemy from a Houfe they 
occupied^ at a fmall Diftance from the Red Caftle. 
That Day the Diforder of the Duke of Bouffiers be- 
came more ferious, the Symptoms indicating a Col- 
leftion in the Bread. We learned at Night, that the 
vEnemy, who .the Day before had burned their Fafcines 
and Gabions, with a defign to decamp, worked very 
hard to m^ke new ones j that they had but ten heavy 
Cannon landed, the Agitation of the Sea, which con- 
iinued foj 3 Pays, not perrpitting them to land the 
reft. 

Jufy 2.] Some Veflels arrived here with Provifions. 
As the Danger of the Duke of Boufflers increafed this 
Morning, and that he was dangeroufly ill, they admi- 
fiiftred to him the $acraments, aind rung the Bells of all 
jthe Churches for the agonizing Prayer. He expired 
at half ^n Hour after Eleven in the Morning. It is 
^mpoffible to exprefs the Grief and Tears that his 
Peath occafioned amongfl: the Citizens of all Degrees. 
There was an uniyerfal Mourning thro* out all the Re-p 
publick. The Senate held him as a moft dear Pledge 
of the ftrong Proteftion of his Moft Chriftian Majefty. 
The Troops looked on him as a wife and happy Chief^ 
*^nd he might confider hinifelf in the State of Genoa as 
in the Middle of a Family who tenderly loved hifp. 
If he did not live long enough to arrive to the Dig- 
nity of a Marfhal of France^ as his Father did, be had 
all the great Qualities which lead to it. Perhaps the 
Marfhai's Staff would not have done him more 
Honour, than the Tears and Lamentations of a Nation, 
of which he was the Deliverer, and amongft whom his 
Memory will always be preferved with Sentiments of 
the greateft Acknowledgments and Gratitude. 

.July 3.] The Cannonading which the Evening 
before was continual, as well at the Poft of Notre Dame 
du Mont^ as at thofe of Jlbaro^ was not fo brifk this 
Morning. An Hour before Day-break we faw a Fire 
.- ^ ^ from 
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from the Mountain of Fafcie. We believed this tbhe 
an Attack of our Pealants with the Croats. At Day-" 
break we faw a Column of 4 or 5000 Men, regular 
Troops and Croats^ march along the Mountain of 
RatU^ who came down into the Bifagno by the Hill- 
called Vulparo. We obferved, at the fame Time, that- 
this Column was followed by a great many Cattle, arid 
a prodigious Number of Mules loaden with Provifions 
and Baggage. We alfo obferved, that the Enemy's 
Camp, which was below the Camaldules^ was intirely 
ftruck and abandoned ; and that the other Camp below- 
the '^^2:/, where 9 of their Regiments were encamped," 
was alfo ftruck, but with this Difference, that it was 
ftill guarded by 300 Groats ; and 300 Grenadiers and 
Fufileers occupied the Redoubt on the Top of the? 
Hill where the Regiments were encamped. '^ '••.:: 
This Body appeared and difappeared frequently, to' 
n^ake us believe they were more numerous. About 
9 in the Morning the Firing almoft intirely ceafed in' 
the Mountain of Fafcie. 

. There were only fome few random Shot, during 
the Remainder of the Day, between our Peafants and 
about 300 Croats^ who were fcattered in this Mountain,: 
and they alfo decamped. The Fjiemy mounted a 
Cannon, an 8 Pounder, upon a Battery on the Side 
of Alharo^ from which they fired on our Workmen.. 
Thofe we fent out in the Morning to watch their Mo-*: 
tions> found the Enemy's Centinels pofted as before, i 
The Column which came down from the Mountain of 
Ratti in the Torrent of Bifagno to Moraffam^ marched^ 
along the Side of the Torazza. Mr. PinelU the elder,! 
who commanded zx Eperon^ gave us this Advice im-"^' 
mediately. We faw a very fmall Number of Troops^^ 
in each of the Redoubts of the Mountain of Ratti^ 
and wc obferved fmall Plattoons of Soldiers, continually 
defiling by this Mountain, as well as Cattle loaden- 
with Equipages. In the Afternoon nothing remarka- 
ble happened, the Enemy's Troops having guarded the' 
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Pdfb wher« they wicrc encamped before. The Defeftef s* 
■wiio came to us this Day, to the Number of aS, in- 
formed usi that the Aufiriam h^d cmbarqued their Ar- 
tillery, in haftej on the Coaft of Stutla^ which they 
bad landed but a few Dai;^ before v that they were on 
tjie Point of retirbg, and. had made their Difpofidons; 
accordingly* 

July 4.] The jbtfiriati Army continued In the ian?^ 
Pofition^ difincumber'd of their Provifion,' ArtiHery,' 
and Equipages, which they had fent before, along the 
Side of Campo Motone \ at Night we perceived one of 
t|ieir Columns in Motion, and believed they weft going^ 
to decamp. The Deferters confirmed us in this Opinion^ 
but this Motion was not of any Confequence i they did 
no more than reinforce feveral of their Pofts,- and by 
the like Precautions they endeavoured to fecure their 
Retreat. 

July 5.] At Break of Day two of out Gillies \*^eM- 
to the Shore of Sturla^ and played their Cannon^^ which 
annoyed the Enemy very much. During this Day there 
were feveral Skirmifhes between our Peafants and the 
Enemy, but of little Confequence ; every thing -elfe 
Remained in the fame Situation, the Enemy ftill oc- 
cupying the fame Polls. We leamM by Deferters^ that- 
they had embarked the remainder of their Field ArtiP 
lery, and that they intended to retire. We were alfo> 
informed, that a Prieft at Bargo de Fomarij endeavour-- 
ing to preferve the Saaamental Veflel from the Rapa- 
cioufnefs of the Jujirians^ was killed at the Altar, and 
the Veffcl taken away. They had before committed^^ 
innumerable and unheard of-Exceffes, in our Neigh-' 
bourhood, againft the Churches and every thing Sa^ 
crcd. They had akeady fet fire to a great Number of 
Palaces and Houfes in the Country •, and this Day we- 
faw the Palace of Mr. Buonaroia^ fituate at Pokeveirdi' 
on fire and intirely confumed. 

July 6*] At Midnight we had Intelligence that thcJ 
Enemy had decamped in four Cohimns, by tKe.W^y 
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t^tMfagHo^ but, die Night being vety dark, We did not 
Ithkik it prudent to hazard our Pofts ih detaching our 
jMen to go after theip. When Day appeared we fent 
fpnie Detachments of Peafants, with the Grenadiers 
and free Compahies, to harrafs them in the Rear -, but 
as the Situation. of the Mountain was more favourable 
to the Enemy's Retreat, than to our Purfuitj thiey 
Were only incommoded at the Poft of St. Gottard^ with 
fome Lofs and Defertion. In the Morning feverai 
Ships, loaden with Artillery and Ammunition, left 
the Cpaft of Sturht and went towards Savone^ froni 
whence they were before tranfported, for the Siege of 
this City, Several EngUJhYtfft\s alfo put to Sea, and 
there remained but a f^w in the Harbour. As jiear aj 
we could judge, the Ships which were at Sefiru in the 
Piedtnontefe Service^ had alfo fet fail and taken the feme 
Courfe, and, according to our Advices, their Troopa 
were on the point of decamping and going to Sa^ona 
by Sea. In the Afternoon Capt. Barbara fa^ who was 
at Cprnigliaiiay as he obfervM the Enemy's Motions, 
from a Balcony with a Perfpeiftive, was wounded in 
die Thigh with a Mufket Ball, which cut the Artery, 
and occafioned fo great an Effufion of Blood, that he 
died .before a Surgeon could cbme to bis Afliftance^ 
This Man, who owed nothing of his Glory to his Birth, 
^as the firft, and perhaps the only Hefo, of his Fami- 
ly : Tho' obfcurely born, he diftingui(h*d himfelf by 
his Courage, and an approved Zeal for the Defence of 
liberty and his Country ; and by his Example, he in- 
fpired his Fellow-Citizens with Loyalty and Valour : 
His t)eath deprived him of thoft Honours which would 
have been the Recompence of his Services, had he 
liv'd to the Re-eft^bjifhment of the Trarlquility of the 
Republick, to which he contributed with an invariable 
Ajttachment to the utmoft of his Ability. Th^. y^rj 
/m»j having abandoned^, in the jMoruipg, the-Jbftsf 
of St. Martin of Alvaro^ leveral of our Men went thi* 
ther after Dinner, and found that the Burial-place of 
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the Parifli, and 6i the Convent of Nuris 6( St. Ctaf^^ 
as alfo a great Number of Wells and Cifterns, in thd 
NeighbourhoocJ, were filled with the Enemy's Dead^ 
which occafioned a great Stench. We found the fame 
thing at Sturld^ and other Places, which made us con* 
elude the Enemy had loft a great many Men, and 
cfoecially that they had fufFer'd from the Cannon of 
Notre Dame du Mont^ which play'd upon them incet 
fantly to the Time of their Departui^e. 

July y.l There arrived i6o Veffels loaden with 
Flour and Provifions, who put in fome Days before at 
P^rtqfimj but could not pafs by for the Englijh. The 
fame Etey the Number oi Ai^rians diminifhed at the 
Poft of ^orajfa •, a great Part of their Troops march'd 
up the Pdcevera by two Columhs, one of which de*^ 
filed along the High Road towards the Bochettay and 
the other towards the Croce d^Orero. 1200 Jujirians 
pafe'd by the Hill of iNfe/r^ Dame de Coronate^ and re- 
lieved the Piedmontefe in their Pofts, feemingly with a 
Defign to cover their Retreat. Some Peafants report- 
ed that the Piedmontefe marched by Land to Savona j 
notwithftanding it was thought that feveral of them 
went by Sea, followed by fome Auftrian Troops, to 
oppofe more readily the combined Army of the French 
and Spaniards^ in the Riviera of Ponent. This was con- 
firmed by the Advice we received, thit the /iufttianSy 
particularly the Regiment of Spreker^ had embark'd 
their Equipages and Tents on board the Englijh Ships 
at Sturla. At Night the Marquefs of Roquepine failed 
on board a Felucca, to carry his Moft Chriftian Majef^y 
the News of the abandoning the Siege of this City. But 
the contrary Winds obliged him to put back. This is 
the Officer who, jointly with Mr. Dongo^ a noble Ge- 
noefe appointed by the Republick, defended the im- 
portant Poft of Notre Dame du Monty from whence 
they made fo great a Firing, that they did much Da- 
mage to the Enemy, 
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JtifyS.^ We learned^ that the -^^4)5^ Troops which 
were aflembled on the Side of Cawpo Maro7ie^ and of 
Cjroce d'Orero^ were not many ; but, on fhe other 
handi thofe who had replaced the Piedmontefe at Coro- 
naSa^ Sejiriy and* fhe Neighbourhood, were far more 
numerous. We judged from thence, that the Defigri 
of Count Scbulmburgb was to join the Piedmontefe with 
Part of his Troops, in order to oppofe the French and 
Spaniards in the Riviera of Ponent. The Piedmontefi 
marched the fame Day. A great Nymber of Veflels 
arrived in this Harbour, loaden with Flour, Cattle, 
*id all Sorts of Provifipns, . to fupply this Capital. 
The Marquis oi Roquepine^ whom th^ French Generals 
appointed to carry the King the N^ws of the abandon- 
ing the Siege, fet fail this Day, as did alfo th^ Marquifs 
Marcfllo Dura^zo and the Chtvsilkr Jerome Bai^i^ \yho 
were appointed by the Republick, the iirft to his Mq& 
Ghriftian Majefty. and the other to hi§ C^^tjiplick; M.^- 
jefty, with the fame NewSt 

Ju^ 9.] A large Number of Veflfcls arrived here, 
Ipaden with 500 Sacks of Flour, Wine> Corn, and all 
Sorts of Provifion. The Juftrians remained in thj^ 
fame Pofition, and their Movements confirpiecj us ir) 
the fame Opinion we had of their marching by the Ri- 
viera oi Ponent. At Night we fent frpift ^ifagno four 
Companies of Grenadiers and 150 Miquelets, ynder 
the Command of Mr. De la Garigue^ y/ho was ordered 
to reinforce Notre Dame du Mont^ as Occafion (hould 
rjsrquire. A Movement the Enemy' made on the Side 
qf thQ ^grazza occafioned this Difpofitkm, but it proved 
only a falfe Alarm. A Felucca arrived the fame Nighf 
from Mentoti^ with Letters of the 7thi' which brought 
us nothing reiparkable, except that fonie Trpops were 
^Ire^y embarked in order to join us here j and that 
the Royal Quarters of the Infant, ^ alfo ?he H[ead 
Quarters, continued in the fanie Place, 
r July 10.] The Enemy remained all Day in- th^fir 
Ff^j without the le^ii: Alcerappn j bu$ at Night, w? 
H 2 obferve^ 
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dbfttrtd feme Movement amongft them, which feern* 
ed to difcovar mw Preparations for their fpeedy aban- 
doning fome of their Pofts : This feemed ftill the more* 
Irkely, as in the Day they had fet Fire to feveral Houfes 
ifi the Pokev^a, At Night we difcharged all the, 
Footmen in Livery from their Pofts, who, from the' 
24th of May until that Day, ferved as Soldiers, with 
a great deal of Zeal and Spirit in the moft dangerous 
Stations : And as we judged their Service was flo 
IcMiger neeeflary, we ordered them to return home to 
their Matters. ^ 

^lyi I.] AtDay43reak feveral Veffels, laden with Mieai 
and Provifion, eame into this Harbour. According to 
the Account of all the Spies, the greateft Part of ttl(j 
Aiftrian Army was encamped on each Sidfe of the Pol^ 
c&oera^ having placed upon the Eminences and near the 
^orazzo^ a Detachment of about aoooRegular Troops' 
and 600 Croafs, We learned that the Motions they 
made the Day before, had no other Intention than to . 
fortify themfel^ ki the Valley of the Polce^i^^ i)t- 
tween AHanefenaznd Bolzaneto^ and that they had eftiifed 
theirEquipagefs C5 Return to their Camp, which they had 
fent before to Campo Morone. We might have imagined- 
by thofe AdviCes, that they defigned to remain in th^« 
fame Pofition until the Combined Airoy oi French t^ 
Spaniards obliged them either to join th^ Piedmntifei 
or retire into Lombardy •, as they had it in theif FoWer' 
to do either with the fame Facility. '^^ 

July 12.} We learned that the Piedmntefe Tro(^^ 
^\i6 ifftit entamped in bur^^N^ighbourhood/ made a- 
forced March beyond Savom^ and were going to- 
wards Oneilk. There arrived feme Veflels laden with- 
Provifions, and eighty-five Feluccas with lOO P^^t^ 
and Spaniards on board, who made Part of a (mdl 
Ct)nvGy fent from the Co%^ of Ponent: There- alfo 
arrived from St. Rmo a Ship with fome of our Soviets,' 
who, beinjg IVifeners of Wafat Mewiw^, found Means 
to efcape. -fo Ae' Afternoon there was a Skirmifh, *biv 
^-' : - the 
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tbr Side of Begait, that did nat laft Jdng^and was 06 
no Confequenoe, Tire Letters of Bi\.j^rian Officer^i 
^drefled in Gmnan^ were interceptediin the Road xifc 
Novi J and confirmed us, that the Irrupridui made-orf 
the Side of Bifagno^ by a large P^rt gf the JuftruiH> 
Army, had cofl: a greatt deal of Bloods; :8ftd that theii? 
Retreat was occafioncd by the King tif S^^dinia rec^liihg 
bis Troop. We learned at Night that our armed: 
FeJucea had chaced alike Veffel, fitted icttirt by the Efi^^ 
lijhi coming from Port Mahon^ and Tun her on Shore 
atTaggia^ where theA^(?«jand the advanced Pickiets^ 
of the Spanijh Army, who were arrived there fbnie 
Days before, fecured the Sailors, the Difpatches, afltf 
evpry thing in the VefTel. ' i , 

July 1 3.3 The Enemy continued in die ianae^Situa* 
tion, and nothing remarkable happened with reg^d'ta> 
tl\em. In the Morning fome Shi^$ came into this 
Harbour laden with Provifions. A Couriet pafled thro* 
here gdng for Naples ^ who was dilpatched the Day 
before from the Royal Quarters of G^fwit?/; He gav«^ 
Mr. Ahumada^ a Letter fi-om the MaftJ*iis deUJ^miiy 
by which we had an Account of a Viftory gaintejd die> 
2d,:by his moftChriftiait Maje%, at /^ ^^/^^ / Jt 

July 14.] We vifibly perceived the Number tifi 
^^ft2«jdimini(h,e^ciafly th^'O'i^/Mt alll thePoJls 
they occi^ied: Weheard, by' Spies j that dft^r ttea*^ 
Retr^aj, ithdy form^ ' tf (Damp of ^bdut 5000 MeHi 
between Novi and Vdi^gio ; that it waft iiim^ured^lwf 
temiafeijjg^Eart of thfe Army wduW^lpon liil^ thctriy 
to go ffom thence to PM»(?»/, and thartbey worl^'ti

^fdy: p^.'] By all the Di/pofitions of the Enemy it- 
appeared to us, that they intended iflSking a %€^dyi 
R^treSit :? The three J?;ijg/(/i& Veflels, ^ich cniit^^.in 
Sighr-<>£our HarboiAv made. fcvferaiJSgR«^ whSc^ 
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the Juftrians ^wered from their Ppfts : We obferved 
^ great Fire on the Summit of the Hill of Noliy which 
msuie us believe this was a Sign^ given the Englijb 
Veffels of the coming of the FlottiUe with French and 
SpMiJb Troops, which we expeded from Monaco. On 
the coming on of the Night, a Felucca arrived here 
with the Marquis de Btjjyy a lieutenant-Gcneral of his 
moft Chriftian Maieflv, whom Marfhal Billej/k fent 
h^re in the Place of the deceafed Duke of Btrnfflers : 
The Arrival of this new General was looked upon as a 
fnefli Proof of the firm Froteftion of the King his 
Matter, and might have confoled the Republic for the 
Jjok it had fuftained, if any thing could be capable 
of making the Genoefe Nation forget lamenting the 
Lofs of a Lord, whofc Memory will be evpr infinitely 
dear to it. 

r July 1 6.] Nothing remarkable happened, the Auf- 
/>-itf»j continuing in their Pofts at Seftri and Palcevera. 
' July 17.] We received Advice, that tl>e Enemy 
were making Preparations on all Sides, which indicated 
ipme fpeedy Movement of their whole Army ; we 
even perceived their fmall Baggage defile off by dif- 
ferent Ways, notwithftanding their Troops did not 
ftir from their Pofts. 

July 1 8,] At Break of Day we cquld jufl: difcoveu 
three Engl^ Men of War, which were the Jaft that 
njmained on our Coaft, and which were failing right 
before the Wind. We were informed, that a large 
Detachment of Juftrians marched by f^ollri near Savana^ 
to join thofe who were then in the JRivier a of Pptmt.^ 
At Night we had Advice, that the Juftrians moved 
from all thetr Pofts ; upon which we reinforced aUimr 
advanced Pofts, on the Side of the Polcevera and the 
St. PUtro ffArena^ and fent the Free Compares and: 
fonae Detachmentsi of the Peafant^, to reconnQitre the 
Enemy's Motions. 

July 19.] in the Morning we heard that, the 
j^rims hald abaodoncd the Pofts of Sejlrh CvroM^a^ 
- r ' " and 
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and Diamanty and that returning to Polcevera^- thtf 
defiled towards Pontodecimo and Campo Morone. \iVc^ 
mediately 3000 Pea&its and fome Detachments of re- 
gular Troops marched, with all poflible Diligence, to 
harrafs them in their Retreat. They purfued the Rear- 
Guard, compofed of Grenadiers and Croat Sy from 
Hill to Hill, with continual Firing, kill'd fome of 
them, and brought off fome Baggage. We could not 
do them more Mifchief, becaufc the Country is more 
favourable for a Retreat, than a Purfuit ; for the more 
you advance in the Valleys near the Jppeninej the 
Mountains become more rugged, and the Paflages 
more frequent and narrow. We found fome Movea- 
bles and other Effeils in the Country, which the Ene- 
my could not carry off. Sejirij CormglianOy and the 
Villages of the Polcevera, which hitherto were occu- 
pied by the Enemy, were ruined, and in a moft de- 
plorable Condition. Thefe Places, where Art had 
been exhaufted to embellilh Nature 5 this Country, 
heretofore the Delight of the Citizen, as well as the 
Admiration of thefStranger ; now affords no Objed 
but of Grief and Indignation. You now fee nothing 
but frightful Appearances, the fad Monuments of the 
fierce Barbarity of the Nations who plundered, and 
laid them Wafte : The Trees are either cut down, or 
torn up by the Roots ; the Stames mutilated, or broke 
to Pieces •, the Gardens grubbM up and quite deftroy- 
cd: The Palaces, which had coft immenfe Sums; 
the fuperb Edifices, where Gold and Marble difputed 
with the Painter and Richnefs of the Ornaments for the 
Prize of Beauty ; are either Heaps of Afhes and Ruin^ 
or ftript and fo demolifh'd, that we can never efface the 
horrid Marks of the enrag'd Barbarity, whereof they are 
the innocent Viftims. The other Houfes in the. 
Towns, and thofe in the Villages, as well as an infi-: 
nite Number in the Country, are either intirely con- 
fumed, or the Walls only ftanding : The very Doors, 
Wiodow-Shucters, Glaffes and Grates, are all carried 
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iway. To view the Coyntryi one would take it ht 
fome uncuitivatcd Latidi where no human Induftry 
had ever been ufed; nof can the Devaftatibns they 
committed be repaired in a great many Years. We 
have too much-Rcafon to expeft to find the fame dif"- 
mal Scene in other Parts of the Pokevefa and our 
State, by Degrees, as the Enemy Abandon them. 
: July 20i] This Morning arrived in the Harbour 1 6 
CapreyanGondohs^ (romCorJica^ with about 800 French 
Troops, who confirmed the Arrival of other Troop$ 
in the Harbour of€alvu 

The Auftrians made no Motions to-Day •, they ftopt 
at Camfo MoroHCi leaving their Rear-Guard at Ponte* 
decimo^ and^ during their Retreat, kept the fame Pofts 
they occupied the Day before. The feme Day our 
Archbifhop celebrated a folemn Service for all thofc 
who were killed in the Defence of their Country. 
: July 21.] By the Motions which we perceived at 
J^ight at Campi) Morone^ it was thought the Enemy 
intended Decamping, which was verified ; for at Break 
of Day, we perceived they had a!^ retired beyond the 
^ocbitta^ having left Centinels and fome Picquets on 
that Mountain. That Day we loft Sight of the En-^ 
glijb Men of War, which had cruized on our Coafti 
lor feveral Months before. 

July 22.] In the Morning we learn'd that the Enemy 
had intirely abandoned xkt.Bochetta the Day before^ 
which was immediately occupied by our Peafants. We 
were alfo informed, that they haftened their March oil 
the Arrival of a Courier from the King of Sardima^ 
News being fpread among them that they were wanted 
m Piedmonl \ which made us prefume that" the Com- 
bined Troops of France and Spain had made fomei 
Progrefs on that Side. Our Peafants of the Polcevera 
wnid Bifagno^ having reached Savignone^ ranfack'd and 
bum'd feveral hoiifes, and fpared only the Churches* 
They were greatly enraged againft the Inhabitants of 
tbis Imperial Eief,-on Account of the Dcvafmtions com- 
V mitted, 
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mitted, and Places burn'd by them in our Neighbour^ 
hood •, and particularly for ferving as Guides to the 
Enemy in die moft difficult Roads. 

July 23.] We performed the Proceffioti of Afcen- 
/ton Day^ which had been put off on Account of the 
Vicinity of f he Enemy. The moft Serene Doge, and 
the Government, preceded by all the Nobility and Ci- 
tizens, affifted. The Ceremony was much more fo- 
lemn than ordinary 5 all the Clergy and religious Or- 
ders being prefent. As loon as the Proceffion came 
Xo the Mole, there was a full Difcharge of all the Ar- 
tiUery of the City ; when it came back to the Cathe- 
dral Church, we fung 7> Deum in the moft folemn 
Manner, as a Thankfgiving for our Deliverance : This 
Canticle was followed by a fecond Difcharge of the 
Cannon, and a triple Difcharge of the Troops of the 
Republick, and the Auxiliaries, who were all under 
Arms. At Sun-fet there was a third Difcharge, which 
was fucceeded by a general Illumination of the whole 
Town, Mr. James Grimaldi^ General of the Repub- 
]ick, gave, on this Occafion, a magnificent Supper to 
all the General Officers, as well French and Spaniards^ 
as Genoefe ; and to other Officers, as alio to feveral 
Ladies and Gendemen ; and this Brilliant Feaft finifh- 
(ed a Day, which will be for ever Memorable amongft 
the Feftivals of the Republick, or, rather, of thofc 
of AH Europe.
